WaR D AM, our firft Parent, created after the 
ee Image of God, THE Great ARCHITECT OF THE 
Universe, muft have had the Liberal Sci- 
ences, particularly Gzomerry, written on Yeuof | 
his Heart; for even fince the Fall we find + 
the Principles of it in the Hearts of his Offspring, and before 


which, in procefs of time, have been drawn forth into

a convenient Method of Prorosrriows, by obferving the 
Laws of Proportion taken from Mecuanism: So that as 
the MrcuanicaL Arts gave Occafion to the Learned to 
reduce the Elements of Gzomerry into Method, this 
noble Science, thus reduc’d, is’ the Foundation of 
all thofe Arts, (particularly of Masonry and Arcuirsc- 
TURE) and the Rule by which they are conduéted and 
perform'd. 

No doubt Apam taught his Sons Geometry, and the 
ufe of it, in the feveral Arts and Crarrs convenient, 
at leaft, for thofe early Times; for Carn, we find, 
built a City, which he cald CONSECRATED, or 
DEDICATED, after the Name of his eldeft Son 
Enocu; and becoming the Prince of the one Half 
of Mankind, his Pofterity would imitate his royal 
Example in improving both the noble Science and the 
ufeful Art.* 

Nor can we fuppofe that Sera was lefs inftruéted, 
who being the Prince of the other Half of Mankind, 
and alfo the prime Cultivator of Astronomy, would 
take equal Care to teach Gromerry and Masonry to his

* As other Arts were alfo improv’d by them, viz. working in Metal by Tusa. 
Carn, Mufic by Juba, Paftorage and Tent-Making by Jasat, which laft is 
good Architecture.

Offspring, who had alío the mighty Advantage of 
Apam’s living among them.+ 

But without regarding uncertain Accounts, we may 
fafely conclude the orp Wor tp, that lafted 1656 Years, 
could not be ignorant of Masonry ; and that both the 
Families of Sern and Carn erected many curious Works, 
until at length Noan, the ninth from SerH, was com- 
manded and directed of God, to build the crear Arx, 
which, tho’ of Wood, was certainly fabricated by 
Geometry, and according to the Rules of Masonry. 

Noau, and his three Sons, JAaPHET, SHEM, and 
Ham, all Masons True, brought with them over the 
Fioop, the Traditions and Arts of the ANTE-DELUVIANS, 
and amply communicated them to their growing Off 
{pring ; for about ror Years after the FLoop, we find a 
vat Number of ’em, if not the whole Race of Noan, ee 
in the Vale of Sunar, employ’d in building a Crry and 3?47- 
large Tower, in order to make to themfelves a Name, “tifum.

+ For by fome Veftiges of Antiquity we find one of “em, godly Enocu, (who dy’d 
not, but was tranflated alive to Heaven) prophecying of the final Conflagration ar THE 
Day or Jupemenr (as St. Jupe tells us) and likewife of the General Deluge for the 
Punifhment of the World: Upon which he ereéted his two large Pillars, (tho’ fome af 
cribe them to Seth) the one of Stone, and the other of Briek, whereon were engraven 
the Liberal Sciences, &c.

and to prevent their Difperfion. And tho’ they carry’d 
on the Work to a monftrous Height, and by their Va- 
nity provok’d God to confound their Devices, by con- 
founding their Speech, which occafion’d their Difper- 
fion ; yet their Skill in Masonry is not the leís to be 
celebrated, having fpent above 53 Years in that pro- 
digious Work, and upon their Difperfion carry’d the 
mighty Knowledge with them into diftant Parts, where. 
they found the good ufe of it in the Settlement of 
their Kincpoms, Commonwea.ttus, and Dynasties. And 
tho’ afterwards it was loft in moft Parts of the Earth, 
it was efpecially preferv’d in Suinar and Assyria, where 
Nimrop, the Founder of that Monarchy, after the 
Difperfion, built many fplendid Cities, as Erecx, Accap, 
and Caney, in SHINAR; from whence afterwards he 
went forth into Assyria, and built Niniven, ReHo- 
BOTH, CALEH, and Ruxgsin. 


In thefe Parts, upon the Tyeris and EurPHrATEs, after- 
wards flourifh’d many learned Priests and MarHEma- 
TICIANS, known by the Names of CHALDEEs and 


Mac, 





* Nimrop, which fignifies a Reset, was the Name given him by the holy Family, and 
by Moses; but among his Friends in CHaLoea, his proper Name was Betus, which 
fignifies Lorp; and afterwards was worfhipped as a God by many Nations, under the 
Name of Bet, or Baat, and became the Baccus of the Ancients, or Bar Chus, the 
Son of Chus.

Maci, who prefervd the good Science, Gzomerry, 
as the KINGs and creat Mew encourag’d the Roya. 
Arr. But it is not expedienc to fpeak more plain of 
the premifes, except in a rormeD Lopek. 


From hence, therefore, the Science and Arr were 
both tranfmitted to latter Ages and diftant Climes, not- 
withftanding the confufion of Languages or Dialeés, 
which, tho’ it might help to give Rife to the Mafons 
Faculty and ancient univerfal Practice of converfing 
without fpeaking, and of knowing each other at a 
Diftance, yet hinderd not the Improvement of Ma- 
sonry in each Colony, and their Communication in their 
diftintt National Dialect. a 


And, no doubt, the Royal Art was brought down 
to Ecypr by Mirzraim, the fecond Son of Ham, 
about fix Years after the Confufion at BaBeL, and after 
the Froon 160 Years, when he led thither his Colony ; 
(for Ecyrr is Mrirzraimm in Hesrew) becaufe we find 
the River NiuE's overflowing its Banks, foon caus’d an 
Improvement in Geometry, which confequently brought 
Masonry much in requeft: For the ancient noble Ci- 
ties, with the other magnificent Edifices of that Coun- 
try, and particularly the ramous Pyraminps, de- 
monítrate the early Tafte and Genius of that an-

cient Kingdom. Nay, one of thofe Ecyrrian PYRA- 
Mips* is reckon’d the Firsr of the Seven WoNDERs 
of the World, the Account of which, by Hiftorians 
and Travellers, is almoft incredible. 

The Sacred Records inform us well that the eleven 
GREAT Sons of Canaan (the youngelt Son of Ham) 
foon fortified. themfelves in ftrong Holds, and ftately 
walled Cities, and erected moft beautiful Temples and 
Manfions; for when the IsraeLrres, under the great 
Josua, invaded their Country, they found it fo regu- 
larly fenc'd, that without the immediate Intervention 
of God in behalf of ‘his peculiar People, the Canaa- 
NITES were impregnable and invincible. Nor can we 
fuppofe lefs of the other Sons of Ham, viz. Cuusu, 
his eldeft, in Sour Arasta, and Puur, or Puurs, (now 
called Fez) in West Arrica. 

And furely the fair and gallant Pofterity of JaPHET, 
(the eldeft Son of Noam) even fuch as travell’d into 
the Ifles of the GewriLes, muft have been equally skill'd 
in Geometry and Masonry; tho’ we know little of their 
Tranfactions and mighty Works, until their original

* The Marble Stones, brought a vaft way from the Quarries of Araria, were moft ot 
‘em 30 Foot long; and its Foundation cover’d the Ground of yoo Foot on each Side, 
or 2800 Foot in Compafs, and 481 in perpendicular Height. And in perfeéting it were 
employ’d every Day, for 20 whole Years, 360,000 Men, by fome ancient Ecyrrian Kine, 


long before the Israztires were a People, for the Honour of his Empire, and at lat to 
become his Toma,

Knowledge was almoft loft by the Havock of War, 
and by not maintaining a due Correfpondence with the 
polite and learned Nations; for when that Correfpon- 
dence was open’d in After-Ages, we find they began 
to be moft curious Architects. 

The Pofterity of Suzm had alfo equal Opportuni- 
ties of cultivating the ufeful Arr, even thofe of "em 
that planted their Colonies in the South and Eaft of 
Asta; much more thofe of 'em, that in the great 
Assyrian Empire, livd in a feparate State, or were 
blended with other Families: Nay, that Hoty Brancu of 
Surem (of whom, as concerning the Flefh, Curist 
came) could not be unskilful in the learned Arts of 
Assyria; for ABRAM, after the Confufion at BABEL 
about 268 Years, was called out of Ur of the CHaLDEzs, 
where he learned Geometry, and the Arts that are per- 
form’d by it, which he would carefully tranfmit to 
IsHMAEL, to Isaac, and to his Sons, by Keruran; and by 
Isaac, to Esau, and Jacoz, and the twelve Parriarcus: 
Nay, the Jews believe that Abram alfo inftructed 
the Ecyprians in the Assyrian Learning. 

Indeed, the fele@ Family long ufed MiLrraryY Arcui- 
TECTURE Only, as they were Sojourners among Strangers ; 
but before the 430 Years of their PerREGRINATION were 
expired, even about 86 Years before their Exopus, the 
Kings of Ecyrr forc’d moft of them to lay down their

Shepherds Inftruments, and Warlike Accoutrements, 
and traind them to another fort of Architecture in 
Sronz and Brick, as holy Writ, and other Hiftories, 
acquaint us; which God did wifely over-rule, in or- 
der to make them good Masons before they poffefs’d 
the promisd Land, then famous for moft curious Ma- 
SONRY. 

And while marching to Canaan, thro’ Arasia, un- 
der Moses, God was pleafed to infpire BEZALEEL, 
of the Tribe of Jupan, and AmoL1aB, of the Tribe 
of Dan, with Wifdom of Heart for erecting that moft 
glorious Tent, or 'TaBERNACLE, wherein the SHECHINAH 
refided ; which, tho’ not of Stone or Brick, was framed 
by GromeTRY, a moft beautiful Piece of Architecture, 
(and prov’d afterwards the Model of Sotomon’s Temple) 
according to the Pattern that God had {hewn to Moszs 
in the Mount; who therefore became the GENERAL 
Master-Mason, as well as King of JESSURUN, 
being well skill’d in all the Eeyrrran Learning, and 
divinely infpird with more fublime Knowledge in 
Masonry. 

So that the IsrarLrres, at their leaving Ecypr, were a 
whole Kingdom of Masons, well inftruéted, under the 
Conduét of their Gran Master Moses, who 
often marfhall’d them into a regular and ceneraL Lopez, 
while in the Wildernefs, and gave them wife Cuarczs,

Orvers, &c. had they been well oblervd! But no 
more of the Premifes muft be mention’d. . 

And after they were poflefs’d of Canaan, the Israr- 
Litres came not fhort of the old Inhabitants in Masonry, 
but rather vaftly improv’d it, by the fpecial Direction 
of Heaven; they fortify’d better, and improvd their 
City-Houfes and the Palaces of their Chiefs, and only 
fell {hort in sacreD ARCHITECTURE while the TABERNACLE 
ftood, but no longer; for the fineft facred Building of 
the Canaanires was the Tempe of Dacon in Gaza of 
the PHILISTINES, very magnificent, and capacious enough 
to receive 5000 People under its Roof, that was artful- 
ly fupported by two main CoLuMNs;” and was a won- 
derful Difcovery of their mighty Skill in true Mafonry, 
as muft be own'd. 

But Dacon’s Temple, and the fineft Structures of 
Tyre and Spon, could not be compared with the Errr- 
NAL God's Temple at Jerusatem, begun and finifh’d, to 
the Amazement of all the World, in the fhort {pace of 
-SEVEN Years and six MontHs, by that wifeft Man and 
moft glorious King of IsrarL, the Prince or Peace AND

for which Weaknef he never had the Honour to be numberd among Mafons: But it is Ante Ch 
not convenient to write more of this.

i. 18. they are called to*mgia Menarzcum, Overfeers and Comforters of the People in 
Working, and in Number 3,600; becaufe either 300 might be more curious Artifts, and 
the Overseers of the faid 3,300, or rather, not fo cxccllent, and only Derury-Masrzrs,

* We read (2 Caron. ii. 13.) Hiram, King of Tyre, (called there Huram) in his 
Letter to King So Lomon , fays, I HAVE SENT A CUNNING Man, "3% monn Le Huram Asal, 
not to be tranflated according to the vulgar Greek and Latin, Huram my FATHER, as if 
this Architeét was King Hiram’s Father; for his Defcription, ver. 14. refutes it, and the 
Original plainly imports, Huram or my Faruer’s, viz. the Chief Master-Mason of my 
Father, King Asisatus; (who enlarg’d and beautify’d the City of Tyre, as ancient 
Hiftorics inform us, whereby the Trans at this time were mot expert in Masonry) tho’ 
fome think Hiram the King might call Hiram the Architect Farner, as learned and skillful 
Men were wont to be call’d of old Times, or as JoserH was cald the Farser of PHARAOH; 


and as the fame Hiram is cald SoLomon's FaTHER, (2 Curon. iv. 16.) where ’tis faid

Div Huram, His FATHER, MAKE TO KinG Solomon. 


But the Difficulty is over at once, by allowing the Word Amir to be the Surname of 
Hiram the Mafon, called alfo (Char. i. 13.) Hiram Asi, as here Hiram Asr; for being 
fo amply defcrib’d, (Char. ii. 14.) we may eafily fuppofe his Surname would not be conceal’d: 
And this Reading makes the Senfe plain and compleat, viz. that Hiram, Kino or Tyre, 
sent To Kine Solomon His Namesake Hiram ÁBir, THE Prince oF ARCHITECTS, 
defcrib’d (1 Kines vil. 14.) to be a Wiow’s Son or THE Trie or Naphthali; and in 
(2 Curon. ii. 14.) the faid King of Tyre calls him THE Son or a Woman oF THE DAUGHTERS 
or Dan; and in both Places, that nis Farmer was A Man or Tyre; which Difficulty is

And the prodigious Expence of it alfo enhaunceth 
its Excellency; for befides King Davıp’s vaft Prepara- 
tions, his richer Son Soromon, and all the wealthy 
IsrarLITEs, and the Nobles of all the neighbouring 
Kingdoms, largely contributed towards it in Gold, 
Silver, and rich Jewels, that amounted to a Sum almoft 
incredible. | 

Nor do we read of any thing in Canaan fo large, 
the Wall that inclos’d it being 7700 Foot in Compaís; 

far 





remov’d, by fuppofing his Mother was cither of the Tribe of*Daw, or of the Daughters 
of the City called Dan in the Tribe of NaAPHTHALI, and his deceafed Father had been a 
NaPHTHALITE, whence his Mother was call’d a Wibow or Naphthali; for his Father is not 
cald a Tyran by Defcent, but a Man or Tyre by Habitation; as Oe Epom the 
Levire is call’d a Grrtire by living among the Grrrires, and the Apoftle Pau a Man 
of Tarsus. But fuppofing a Miftake in Tranfcribers, and that his Father was really a 
Tyrian by Blood, and his Mother only of the Tribe either of Dan or of NaAPHTHALI, 
that can be no Bar againít allowing of his vat Capacity; for as his Father was a 
Worker in Brafs, fo he himfelf was fld with Wifdom and Underftanding, and Cunning 
to work all Works in Braf: And as King Sotomon fent for him, fo King Hiram, 
in his Letter to Sotomon, fays, And now I have fent a cunning Man, endued with 
Underftanding, skilful to work in Gold, Silver, Braf, Iron, Stone, Timber, Purple, Blue, 
fine Linnen and Crimfon; alfo to grave any manner of Graving, and to find out every 
Device which fhall be put to him, with thy cunning Men, and with the cunning Men 
of my Lord Dav thy Father. This divinely infpired Workman maintain’d this Character 
in erecting the Temple, and in working the Utenfils thereof, far beyond the Performances 
of Anotias and BezaLgrL, being alfo univerfally capable of all forts of Mafonry. 
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far lefs any holy Stru@ure fit to be nam’d with it, for 
exactly proportion’d and beautiful Dimenfions, from 
the magnificent Porcs on the East, to the glorious and 


reverend Sancrum Sancrorum on the West, with moft 
lovely and convenient Apartments for the Kines and 


Princes, Priests and Levires, IsRAELITES, and GENTILES 
alfo; it being an Houfe of Prayer for all Nations, and 
capable of receiving in the TEMPLE PROPER, and in all 
its Courts and Apartments together, no lefs than 
300,000 People, by a modeft Calculation, allowing a 
{quare Cubit to each Perfon. 

And if we confider the 1453 CoLumns of PARIAN 
Marble, with twice as many PiLLasTERS, both having 
glorious Caprrats of feveral Orders, and about 2246 
Winpows, befides thofe in the Pavement, with the un- 
{peakable and coftly Decorations of it within; (AND 
MUCH MORE MIGHT BE saID) we muft conclude its 
Profpect to tranfcend our Imagination; and that it 
was juftly efteem’d by far the fineft Piece of Masonry 
upon Earth before or fince, and the cmr Wonper of 
the World; and was dedicated, or confecrated, in the 
moft folemn manner, by Kinc SoLtomown. 

But leaving what muft not, and indeed cannot, be 
communicated by Writing, we may warrantably affirm, 
that however ambitious the HearHeN were in cultivating 
of the RovyaL Art, it was never perfected, until God

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condefcended to inftruét his pecuLiar Prorre in rearing 
the above-mention’d ftately Trent, and in building 
at length this gorgeous House, fit for the fpecial Re- 
fulgence of his Grory, where he dwelt between the 
Cuerusims on the Mercy-Szat, and from thence gave 
them frequent oraculous Refponfes. 

This moft fumptuous, fplendid, beautiful, and glo- 
rious Edifice, attracted foon the inquifitive Artifts of 
all Nations to fpend fome time at JerusaLeM, and fur- 
vey its peculiar Excellencies, as much as was allow’d 
to the Genties; whereby they foon difcover’d, that all 
the World, with their joint Skill, came far fhort of the 
-IsrAELITES, in the Wifdom and Dexterity of Arcuirsc- 
TURE, when the wise King SoLOMON was GRAND 
Master of the Loper at Jerusalem, and the LEARNED 
King Hiram was Granvd MastTerR of the 
Lock at Tyre, and the insprrep Hiram ABI1F was 
Master or Work, and Masonry was under the imme- 
diate Care and Dire@ion of Heaven, when the Norre 
and the Wise thought it their Honour to be affifting to 
the ingenious Masters and Crarrsmen, and when the 
Tempte of the Trur Gop became the Wonder of 
all Travellers, by which, as by the moft perfect Pattern, 
they corrected the Arcurrecrure of their own Country 
upon their return. 

So that after the Ereétion of SoLomoN's Temple, Ma- 

SONRY 
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sONRY was improv’d in all the neighbouring Nations; 
for the many Artifts employ’d about it, under Hiram 
ABF, after it was finifh’d, difpersd themfelves into 
Syria, MESOPOTAMIA, Assyria, CHALDEA, BABYLONIA, Me- 
DIA, Persia, ARABIA, ÁFRICA, Lesser Asta, GREECE, and 
other Parts of Eurorz, where they taught this liberal 
Art to the FREE BORN Sons of eminent Perfons, by whofe 
Dexterity the Kings, Princes, and Potentates, built 
many glorious Piles, and became the Granp Mas- 
TERS, each in his own Territory, and were emulous 
of excelling in this Roya, Arr; nay, even in INDIA, 
where the Correfpondence was open, we may conclude 
the fame: But none of .the Nations, nor all together, 
could rival the Israzurres, far lefs excel them, in Ma- 
sonry; and their TemeLE remain’d the conftant Pattern.”

* For tho’ the Tzmprz of Diana at Epnesus is suppof’d to have been firt built by 
fome of Jarmers Pofterity, that made a settlement in Jonia about the Time of Moses; 
‘yet it was often demolifh’d, and then rebuilt for the fake of Improvements in Masonry; 
and we cannot compute the Period of its lat glorious Erection (that became another of 
the Seven Wownpers of the World) to be prior. to that of Soromon’s Temple; but 
that long afterwards the Kings of Lesser Asta join’d, for 220 Years, in finifhing it, 
with 107 CoLumns of the finet Marble, and many of ’em with moft exquifite ScuLPTURE 
(each at the Expence of a Kine, by the Masrer-Masons Dresipuon and ARCHI- 
PHRON) to fupport the planked Cieling and Roof of pure Cenar, as the Doors and 
Linings were of Cypress: Whereby it became the Mistre of Lesser Asia, in Length

z AR could never, with all his unfpeakable Advan- 
tages, carry up his Masonry to the beautiful Strength 
and Magnificence of the "Tempe Worx, which he had, 
in warlike Rage, burnt down, after it had remain’d in 
Splendor 416 Years from its Consecration. For after 
his Wars were over, and general Peace proclaim’d, he 
fet his Heart on ArcHITECTURE, and became the GRAND 
Master-Mason; and having before led captive 
the ingenious Artifts of Jupza, and other conquer’d 
Countries, he raisd indeed the larget Work upon 
Earth, even the Walls" and City, the Palaces and 
Hanging 








425 Foot, and in Breadth 220 Foot: Nay, fo admirable a Fabrick, that Xerxes left 
it ftanding when he burnt all the other Temples in his Way to Greece; tho’ at laft 
it was fet on Fire and burnt down by a vite FeLLow, only for the Luft of being 
talk’d of, on the very Day that ALExANDER the Grear was born. 

*In Thicknefs 87 Foot, in Height 350 Foot, and in Compafs 480 Furlongs, or 60 
British Miles in an exact Square of 15 Miles a Side, built of large Bricks, cemented 
with the hard Bitumen of that old Vale of Smar, with 100 Gares of Brass, or 25 
a-fide, and 250 Towers ten Foot higher than the Watts. 

From the faid 25 Gares in each Side went 25 Srreers in ftrait Lines, or in all ṣo 
STREETS, each 15 Mites long, with four HaLr SrrEETS next the Walls, each 200 Foot 
broad, as the entire Streets were 150 Foot broad: And fo the whole CrrrY was thus 
cut out into 676 Sguares, each being 2 Miles and 3 in Compafs; ronnd which were 
the Houses built three or four Stories high, well adorn’d, and accommodated with Yarps, 
GARDENS, &c. A Branch of the Evrsrares run thro’ the Middle of it, from North 
to South, over which, in the Heart of the City, was built a ftately Bripcz, in Length a

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Hanging-Gardens, the Bridge and Temple of Basyton, 
the Third of the Seven Wonpers of the World, 
tho’ vaitly inferior, in the fublime Perfection of Ma- 
sonry, to the holy, charming, lovely Tempe of Gob. 
But as the Jews Carrives were of fpecial ufe to 
NEBUCHADNEZZAR in his glorious Buildings, fo 


being 





Furlong, and thirty Foot in Breadth, by wonderful Art, for supplying the Want of a 
Foundation in the River. At the two Ends of this Bridge were two magnificent Pal- 
aces, the Orp PaLace, the Seat of ancient Kincs, at the Eat End, upon the Ground 
of four Squares; and the New Parace at the Weft End, built by NEeBUCHADNEZZAR, 
upon the Ground of nine Squares, with Haneinc-Garpens (fo much celebrated by the 
Greeks) where the loftieft Trees could grow as in the Fields, erected in a Square of 
400 Foot on each Side, carried up by Terraces, and fuftain’d by vaft Arcmes built 
upon Arcus, until the higheft Terrace equal’d the Height of the Ciry-Watis, with a 
curious Aguepuct to water the whole Gardens. Orp Baset improv’d, ftood on the Eaft 
Side of the River, and the New Town on the Weft Side, much larger than the Orp, 
and built in order to make this Capital exceed old NiweveH, tho’ it never had fo many 
Inhabitants by one Half. The River was begirt with Banks of Brick, as thick as the 
City Walls, in Length twenty Miles, viz. fifteen Miles within the City, and two Miles 
and a half above and below it, to keep the Water within its Channel; and each Street 
that crof&’d the River had a Brazen Gate leading down to the Water on both Banks; 
and Welt of the City was a prodigious Lake, in Compafs 160 Miles, with a Cana 


from the River into it, to prevent Inundations in the Summer. 


In the Orp Town, was the Orp Tower of BABEL, at the Foundation a Square of 
half a Mile in Compafs, confifting of eight fquare “Powers built over each other, with 
Stairs on the out-fide round it, going up to the Osservarory on the Top, 600 Foot 
high (which is 19 Foot higher than the higheft PyramiD) whereby they became the firft 
Aftronomers. And in the Rooms of the Granp Tower, with arched Roofs, fupported

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being thus kept at work, they retain’d their great Skill 
in Masonry, and continu’d very capable of rebuilding 
the holy Txmpre and Crry of SaLem upon its old 
Foundations, which was order’d by the Edict or Decrez 
of the Granv Cyrus, according to God's Word, 
that had foretold his Exaltation and this Decree: And 
Cyrus having conftituted ZERUBBABEL), the 
Son of SaLaTHIEL (of the Seed of Davin, by NATHAN, 


the Brother of SoLomon, whofe Royal Family was now 
extinct) 








by Pillars 75 Foot high, the idolatrous Worfhip of their God Brutus was perform, 
till now, that this mighty Mafon and Monarch ereéted round this ancient Pile a TEMPLE 
of two Furlongs on every Side, or a Mile in Compa; where he lodg'd the facred 
Trophies of SotomMon’s Termpre, and the golden Image 90 Foot high, that he had 
confecrated in the Plains of Dura, as were formerly in the Tower lodgd many other 
golden Images, and many precious things, that were afterwards all feiz’d by XERXES, 
and amounted to above 21 Millions Sterling. 


And when all was finifh’d, King Nepucnapnezzar walking in State in his 
Hanging-Gardens, and from thence taking a Review of the whole City, proudly boafted 
of this his mighty Work; faying, Is not this Great Babylon, that I have built for the 
Houfe of the Kingdom, by the Might of my Power, and for the Honour of my Majefty ? 
but had his Pride immediately rebuk’d by a Voice from Heaven, and punifh’d by brutal 
Madnefs for feven Years, until he gave Glory to the God of Heaven, the OMNIPOTENT 
ARCHITECT OF THE Universe, which he publifh’d by a Decree thro’ all his Empire, and dy’d 
next Year, before his Great BABYLON was little more than half inhabited (tho’ he 
had led many Nations captive for that purpofe); nor was it ever fully peopled; for in 
25 Years after his Death, the Grawb Cyrus conquer’d it, and removd the Throne 
to SHusHAN in PERSIA. 
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extinét) the Head, or Prince of the Carrivrry, and the 
Leader of the Jews and. IsraeLITES returning to Jeru- 
SALEM, they began to lay the Foundation of the 
SECOND TEMPLE, and would have foon finifh’d 
it, if Cyrus had livd; but at length they put on 
the Capz-Stonz, in the 6th Year of Darius, the 
Persian Monarch, when it was dedicated with Joy, and 
many great Sacrifices, by ZERUBBABEL the Prince 
and General Masrer-Mason of the Jews, about 20 
Years after the Decree of the Granp Cyrus. And tho’ 
this TEMPLE of ZERUBBABEL came far fhort of So- 
LOMON's ‘TEMPLE, was not fo richly adorn’d with Gold 
and Diamonds, and all manner of precious Stones, 
nor had the Suecuinan and the holy Relicks of Moses 
in it, Sc. yet being raisd exactly upon SoLoMoN's 
Foundation; and according to his Model, it was (till 
the moft regular, fymmetrical, and glorious Edifice in 
the whole World, as the Enemies of the Jews have 
often teftify'd and acknowledg’d. 


At length the RovaL ArT was carry’d into 
Greece, whofe Inhabitants have left us no Evidence of 
fuch Improvements in Mafonry, prior to SoLomon’s 

Ca TEMPLE ; * 
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Tremere ;* for their moft ancient Buildings, as the Cit- 
tadel of Armens, with the Parruenton, or Temple of 
Minerva, the Tempres alfo of Tueszus, of JUPITER 
OLymerus, Sc. their Porricos alfo, and Forums, their 
Tueatres and Gymnasiums, their public Hatts, curious 
Brinces, regular ForTIFICATIONS, {tout Sures of War, and 
ftately Pataces, were all erected after the Temple of 
Sotomon, and moft of them even after the Temple of

Nor do we find the Grecrawns arrivd to any con- 
fiderable Knowledge in Geromerry, before the Great 
Thais Mixesius, the Philofopher, who dy’d in the Reign 


of BreLLsHazzAR, and the Time of the Jews Capti- 


_vity. But his Scholar, the Greater PYTHAGORAS, 


prov’d the Author of the 47th Prorosrrion of EucLiD's

* The Grecians having been long degenerated into Barbarity, forgetting their original 
Skill in Mafonry, (which their Forr-rarmers brought from Assyria) by their frequent 
Mixtures with other barbarous Nations, their mutual Invafions, and wafting bloody Wars; 
until by travelling and correfponding with the Asratıcks and Ecyrrrans, they reviv’d their 


Knowledge in Greomerrły and Masonry both, though few of the Grecians had the 
Honour to own it. | 
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firft Book, which, if duly obferv’d, is the Foundation 
of all Mafonry, facred, civil, and military. * 
The People of Lesser Asta about this Time gave 
large Encouragement to Mafons for erecting all forts 
of fumptuous Buildings, one of which must not be 
forgot, being ufually reckon’d the Fourth of the Szvzn 
Wonpers of the World, viz. the MausoLeum, or 
Tomb of ~Mausotus King of Carra, between Lycra 
and Jonia, at Haticarnassus, on the Side of Mount 
Taurus in that Kingdom, at the Command of Ar- 
TEMISIA his mournful Widow, as the fplendid 
Teftimony of her Love to him, built of the moft 
curious Marble, in Circuit 411 Foot, in Height 25 
Cubits, furrounded with 26 CoLumns of the moft fa- 
mous ScuLPTuRE, and the whole open on all Sides, 4 y. 
with Arches 73 Foot wide, perform’d by the four prin- 353% 
cipal Masrer-Masons and Encravers of thole Times,

*PyrHacoras travelld into Ecypr the Year that THates dy’d, and living there 
among the Priefts 22 Years, became expert in Gegomerry, and in all the Ecrrrian 
Learning, until he was captivated by Camsyses King of Persia, and fent to Basyton, A. M. 
where he.was much converfant with the CHatpzan Mac, and the learned BABYLON1SH 3 alles 
Jews, from whom he borrow’d great Knowledge, that render’d him very famous in rae Ch. 
Greece and IraLyY, where afterwards he flourifh’d and dy’d; when Morpecar was the A, M. 
prime Minifter of State to Amasmuerus King of Persia, and ten Years after ZERUR- Tess

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viz. the Eaft Side by Scopas, the Weft by LEOCHARES, 
the North by Brrax, and the South by “TimoTHEUS. 
But after PyrHacoras, Gromerry became the 
darling Study of Grerce, where many learned Philo- 
fophers arofe, fome of whom invented fundry Pro- 
pofitions, or Elements of Gzometry, and reduc’d them 
to the ufe of the mechanical Arts.“ Nor need we doubt 
that Mafonry kept pace with Geometry; or rather, 
always follow’d it in proportion’d gradual Improve- 
ments, until the wonderful Eucuip of Tyre flou- 
rifh’d at ALExANDRIa; who gathering up the fcat- 
terrd Elements of Geometry, digefted them into a Me- 
thod that was never yet mended, (and for which his 
Name will be ever celebrated) under the Patronage of 
Protomeus, the Son of Lacus King of Eeypr, 
one of the immediate Succellors of ALEXANDER THE 
GREAT.

“Or borrowd from other Nations their pretended Inventions, as ANaxacoras, OENo- 
pipes, Briso, AnTipHO, Democritus, Hirrocrates, and THreoporus Cyrenæus, the Matter 
of the divine PLATO, who amplify'd Geometry, and” publifh’d the Arr ANaLyTic; 
from whofe Academy came forth a vat Number, that foon difpersd their Knowledge to 
diftant Parts, as Leopamus, ‘T'HemTerus, ArcuyTas, Leon, Evupoxus, IMENAICHMUS, and 
XENOCRATES, the Mafter of ArIsroTLE, from whofe Academy alfo came forth Evpemus, 


“THEOPHRASTUS, ArisT£Us, Isiporus, Hypsicres, and many others. 
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And as the noble Science came to be more metho- 
dically taught, the Royat Arr was the more generally 
e{teem’d and improvd among the Grecians, who at 
length arrivd to the fame Skill and Magnificence in it 
with their Teachers the Asratics and EGYPTIANS. 


The next King of Ecyrr, Protomeus PHILA- 
DELPHUS, that great Improver of the liberal Arts, 
and of all ufeful Knowledge, who gather’d the greateft 
Library upon Earth, and had the Orp 'TesraMeNT (at 
leaft the Penrateucy) firft tranflated into Greex, be- 
came an excellent ArcHrrecr, and GENERAL Mas- 
TER-Mason, having, among his other great Buil- 
dings, erected the famous Tower of PHaros,” the 
Fifth of the Seven Wownpers of the World.

*On an Ifland near ALEXANDRIA, at one of the Mouths of the Ning, of wonderful 
Height and moft cunning Workmanfhip, and all of the fineft Marble; and it coft 800 
Talents, or about 480,000 Crowns. ‘The Mafter of Work, under the King, was 
SistRATUS, a moft ingenious Mafon; and it was afterwards much admird by Junius 
Casar, who was a good Judge of moft Things, though chiefly converfant in War and 
Politicks. It was intended as a Licut-Hovsz for the Harbour of ALEXANDRIA, from 
which the Licmr-Houses- in the MEDITERRANEAN were often calld Praros. Though fome, 
inftead of this, mention, as the Fifth Wonper, the great OBELISK of SEMIRAMIS, 150 
Foot high, and 24 Foot fquare at Bottom, or go Foot in Circuit at the Ground, all 
one intire Stone, rifing pyramidically, brought from Armenia to Bapyton about the Time 
of the Siege of Troy, if we may believe the Hiftory of SEMIRAMIS.

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We may readily believe, that the Arrican Nations, 
even to the ATLANTICK SHORE, did foon imitate EGYPT 
in fuch Improvements, though Hiftory fails, and there 
are no Travellers encourag’d to difcover the valuable 
Remains in Mafonry of thofe once renowned Nations. 

Nor fhould we forget the tearnep ÍsLAND of SICIL Y, 
where the prodigious Geometrician ARCHIMEDES 
did flourifh,* and was unhappily flain when Syracuse 
was taken by MarceLLus, the Roman General: For 
from Siciny, as well as from Greece, Ecypr, and Asta, the 
ancient Romans learnt both the ScizNce and the 
Art, what they knew before being either mean or irre- 
gular; but as they fubdu’d the Nations, they made mighty 
Difcoveries in both; and, like wife Men, led captive, 
not the Body of the People, but the Arts and Sciences, 
with the moft eminent Profeffors and Practitioners, 
to Rome; which thus became the Center of LEARNING, 
as well as of imperial Power, until they advanc’d to 
their Zenrru of Glory, under Aucustus Casar, 
(in whofe Reign was born Gop’s Messiam, the 

great 





* While ErartosTHENES and Conon flourifh’d in Greece, who were ficceeded 
by the excellent AroLnon1us of PERGA, and many more before the Birth of Chkrisr, 
who, though not working Mafons, yet were good Surveyors; or, at leaft, cultivated: 
Grometry, which is the folid Bafis of true Mafonry, and its Rule. 
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great Architeét of the Church) who having laid the 
World quiet, by proclaiming univerfal Peace, highly 
encourag’d thofe dexterous Artifts that had been bred 
in the Roman Liberty, and their learned Scholars and 
Pupils; but particularly the great Virruvius, the 
Father of all true Architects to this Day. 


Therefore it is rationally believ'd, that the glorious 
Aucustus became the Granp-Masrer of the 
Lodge at Rome, having, befides his patronizing 
Virruvius, much promoted the Welfare of the FELLow- 
CRAFTSMEN, as appears by the many magnificent Buil- 
dings of his Reign, the Remains of which are the Pat- 
tern and Standard of True Masonry in all future Times, 
as they are indeed an Epitome of the Asiatic, EGYPTIAN, 
Grecian, and SiciLiaN Architecture, which we often ex- 
prefs by the Name of the AuGusTAN STILE, 
and which we are now only endeavouring to imitate, 
and have not yet arriv'd to its Perfection. 


The orp Rescorps of Mafons afford large Hints of 
their Lopers, from the Beginning of the World, in the 
polite Nations, efpecially in Times of Peace, and when 
the Civil Powers, abhorring Tyranny and Slavery, gave 
due Scope to the bright and free Genius of their hap- 
py Subjects; for then always Mafons, above all other 
Artifts, were the Favourites of the Eminent, and be- 

D - came 
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came necellary for their grand Undertakings in any 
fort of Materials, not only in Stone, Brick, Timber, 
Plaifter; but even in Cloth or Skins, or whatever was 
usd for Tents, and for the various forts of ARCHI- 
TECTURE. 


Nor fhould it be forgot, that Parwrers alfo, and 
STATUARIES, * were always reckon’d good Mafons, as 
much as BUILDERS, STONE-CUTTERS, BRICKLAYERS, CARPEN- 
TERS, Jorners, Urnoupers or ‘Tenr-Maxzrs, and a vaft 
many other Craftfmen that could be nam’d, who per- 
form according to GreomerrY, and the Rules of BuILDING; 


though 





* For it was not without good Reafon, the Ancients thought that the Rules of the 
beautiful Proportions in Building were copied, or taken from the Proportions of the Body 
natural: Hence Purpras is reckon'd in the Number of ancient Mafons, for erecting 
the Statue of the Goddefs Nemesis at Reamnus, 10 Cubits high; and that of Minerva 
at ATHENS, 26 Cubits high; and that of Jupirer OLYMPIUS, fitting in his 
Temple in Acwata, between the Cities of Exis and Pisa, made of innumerable {mall 
Pieces of Porpuyry, fo exceeding grand and proportion’d, that it was reckon’d one of 
the Seven Wonners, as the famous CoLossus at Ruopes was another, and the great- 
eft Statue that ever was erected, made of Metal, and dedicated to the Sun, 70 Cubits 
high, like a great Tower at a diftance, at the Entry of an Harbour, ftriding wide 
cnough for the larget Ships under fail, built in 12 Years by Cares, a famous Mafon 
and Statuary of Sicron, and Scholar to the great Lysippus of the fame Fraternity. This 
mighty Cotossus, after ftanding 56 Years, fell by an Earthquake, and lay in Ruines, 
the Wonder of the World, till Anno Dom. 600, when the Sorpay of Ecypr carry 
off its Relicks, which loaded goo Camels. 
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though none fince Hiram Abie has been renown'd 
for CUNNING in all parts of Mafonry: And of this 
enough. 

But among the Heathen, while the noble Science 
Geometry * was duly cultivated, both before and after 
the Reign of Aucustus, even till the Fifth Cenrury of 
the Chriftian Aira, Mafonry was had in great Efteem 
and Veneration: And while the Roman Empire con- 
tinu’d in its Glory, the Royal Art was carefully propa- 
gated, even to the Ultima Thule, and a Loper 
erected in almoft every Roman Garrifon; whereby they 
generoufly communicated their CunninG to the northern 
and weftern Parts of Europ, which had grown bar- 
barous before the Roman Conguesr, though we know 
not certainly how long; becaufe fome think there are 
a few Remains of good Mafonry before that Prrrop 
in fome Parts of Eurorg, raifed by the original Skill 
that the firt Colonies brought with them, as the CeLric 
Epirices, erected by the ancient: Gauzs, and by the ancient 

BRITAINS 





* By MenzLaus, Craunius, PTOLOMEUS, (who was alfo the Prince of Asrronomers) 
PiurarcH, Eurocius (who recites the Inventions of Puro, Diocres, NicomEDES, SPHORUS, 
and Heron the learned Mechanick) KresiBrus alfo, the Inventer of Pumps (celebrated by 
Virruvius, Proctus, Puy, and Arsuenz#us) and Geminus, alfo equall’d by fome to 
Evcuw; fo Diormanrus, NicomacHus, Serenus, Proctus, Paprus, THEON, &c. all Geome- 


tricians, and the illuftrious Cultivaters of the mechanical Arts.

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Brirains too, who were a Colony of the Certes, long 
before the Romans invaded this Ifland. * 

But when the Gotrus and VanpDaALs, that had 
never been conquer’d by the Romans, like a general 
Deluge, over-ran the Roman Empire, with warlike 
Rage and grofs Ignorance they utterly deftroy’d many 
of the fineft Edifices, and defac’d others, very few e- 
{caping; as the Asratic and Arrican Nations fell un- 
der the fame Calamity by the Conquefts of the 
MAHOMETANS, whofe grand Defign is only to con- 
vert the World by Fire and Sword, inftead of cultiva- 
ting the Arts and Sciences. 

.Thus, upon the Declenfion of the Roman EMPIRE, 
when the Brirish Garrisons were drain’d, the ANGLEs and 
other lower Saxons, invited by the ancient BRITONS 
to come over and help them againft the Scors and 

Prets, 





* The Natives within the Roman Corones might be firt inftruéted in building of 
Crrapets and Brinces, and other Fortifications neceffary; and afterwards, when their Set- 
tlement produed Peace, and Liberty, and Plenty, the Axorrcines did foon imitate their 
learned and polite Conquerors in Mafonry, having then Leifure and a Difpofition to 
raife magnificent Structures. Nay, cven the Ingenious of the neighbouring Nations 
not conquer’d, learnt much from the Roman Garrifons in Times of Peace and open 
Correfpondence, when they became emulous of the Roman Gutory, and thankful that 
their being conquer’d was the means of recovering them from ancient Ignorance and Preju- 


dices, when they began to delight in the RoyaL Arr. 
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Picts, at length fubdwd the South Part of this 
IsLanD, which they calld EncLanD, or Land of the 
ANGLES; who being a-kin to the Gorus, or rather a fort 
of Vanpats, of the fame warlike Difpofition, and as 
ignorant Heathens, encourag’d nothing but War, till 
they became Chriftians; and then too late lamented 
the Ignorance: of their Fathers in the great Lofs of 
Roman Masonry, but knew not how to repair it. 


Yet becoming a Free Propre (as the old Saxon Laws 
teftify) and having a Difpofition for Masonry, they 
foon began” to imitate the Astarics, Grecians, and 
Romans, in erecting of Lodges and encouraging `of 


Ma- 





* No doubt feveral Saxon aud Scorism Kings, with many of the Nobility, great Gen- 
try, and eminent Clergy, became the Granbo Masters of thofe early Lodges, from a 
mighty Zeal then prevalent for building magnificent Chriftian Temples; which would alfo 
prompt them to enquire after the Laws, Cuarczs, RecuLarions, Customs, and Usaces, 
of the ancient Lodges, many of which might be preferv’d by Trapirion, and all of 
them very likely in thofe Parts of the Brrrism Istanps that were not fubdu’d by the 
Saxons, from whence in time they might be brought, and which the Saxons were more 
fond of, than careful to revive Geometry and Roman Masonry; as many in all Ages 
have Been more cun OS and careful about the Laws, Forms, and Usaces of their reípec- 
tive Societies, than about the Arts and SCIENCES thereof, 

But neither what was convey’d, nor the Manner how, can be communicated by writ- 


ing; as no Man can indeed underftand it without the Key of a Frttow Crarr.

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Mafons; being taught, not only from the faithful Trani-

TECTS into ENGLAND, at the Defire of the Saxon KinGs: 
So that during the Heprarcuy, the GorHic ARCHITECTURE 
was as much encourag’d here, as in other Chriftian 


Lands. 
And though the many Invafions of the Danes 


occafion’d the Lofs of many Records, yet’ in Times of 
Truce or Peace they did not hinder much the good Work, 
though not perform’d according to the Aucusran STILE; 
nay, the vaft Expence laid out upon it, with the cu- 
rious Inventions of the Artifts to fupply the Roman 
Skill, doing the beft they could, demonftrate their 
Efteem and Love for the Royat Art, and have ren- 
derd th Gotruic BuiLDIiNGs venerable, tho’ 
not imitable by thofe that relifh the anctenr Arcut- 
TECTURE. 


And after the Saxons and Danes were conquer’d by 
the Normans, as foon as the Wars ended and 
Peace was proclaim’d, the Goruic Mafonry was en- 

courag’d, 
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courag’d, even in the Reign of the Congueror,” and 
of his Son King WiLLIAam Rurus, who built West- 
MINSTER-HaLL, the largeft one Room perhaps in the 
Earth. 

Nor did the Barons Wars, nor the many bloody 
Wars of the fubfequent Norman Kincs, and their con- 
tending Branches, much hinder the moft fumptuous 
and lofty Buildings of thofe Times, rais’d by the creat 
Ciercy, (who enjoying large Revenues, could well 
bear the Expence) and even by the Crown too; 
for we read King Epwarp III. had an Officer call’d 
the King’s Free-Mason, or GENERAL-SURVEYOR of his Buil- 
dings, whofe Name was Henry YEVELE, employ'd 
by that King to build feveral Abbies, and St. STEPHEN" 
CHAPPEL at Westminster, where the Houfe of Com- 
mons now fit in Parliament. 

But for the further Inftruétion of (CANDIDATES and 
younger Brethren, a certain Record of Free-Mafons, 
written in the Reign of King Epwarp IV. of the 
Norman Ling, gives the following Account, viz.

* Wittiam the Conqueror built the Tower of Lonpnon, and many ftrong Caftles 
in the Country, with feveral religious Edifices, whofe Example was follow’d by the No- 
bility and Clergy, particularly by Rocer pe Monrcomery Earl of ARUNDEL, the Arch-

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That though the ancient Records of the Brotherhood 
in ENGLAND were many of them deftroy’d or loft in the 
Wars of the Saxons and Danes, yet King ATHELSTAN, 
(the Grandíon of King AuFrrepe the Great, a mighty 
Architect) the firft anornrep Kine of ENGLAND, and 
who tranflated the Hoy Birre into the Saxon Tongue, 
when he had brought the Land into Reft and Peace, 
built many great Works, and encourag’d many Mafons 
from France, who were appointed Overseers thereof, and 
brought with them the Cuarces and ReGULATIONS of the 
Lopers preferv’d fince the Roman Times, who alfo 
prevail’d with the King to improve the ConstITUTION 
of the Encs Lopers according to the foreign Model, 
and to increafe the Wages of worxinc Masons. 

That the faid King’s youngeft Son, Prince Ep win, 
being taught Mafonry, and taking upon him the CHARGES 
of a Masrzer-Masown, for the Love he had to the 
faid Craft, and the honourable Principles whereon it is 
grounded, purchafed a free Charter of King ATHELSTAN 


his Father, for the Mafons having a Correction among 


_ themfelves, (as it was anciently exprefs’d) or a Freedom 


and Power to regulate themfelves, to amend what 
might happen amifs, and to hold a yearly Communi- 

cation and General Aflembly. 
That accordingly Prince Ep win fummoned all the 
Mafons in the Realm to meet him in a Congregation 
at 
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at Yorx, who came and compofed a GeneraL Lopes, of 
which he was GranDb Master; and having 
brought with them all the Writings and Recorns extant, 
{fome in Greex, fome in Latin, fome in Frencu, and 
other Languages, from the Contents thereof that Assem- 
BLY did frame the Constitution and CHARGES 
of an EncLisH Lopez, made a Law to preferve and ob- 
ferve the fame in all time coming, and ordain’d good 
Pay for worxinc Masons, &c. 

That in proceís of time, when Lodges were more fre- 
quent, the Right Worfhipful the Masrer and FeLLows, 
with Confent of the Lorps of the Realm, (for moft 
great Men were then Mafons) ordain’d, that for the 
future, at the Making or Admiflion of. a Brother, 
the ConstritrutTioN fhould be read, and the 
Cuarces hereunto annex’d, by the Masrer or WARDEN; 
and that fuch as were to be admitted Master-Masons, 
or Mafters of Work, fhould be examin’d whether they 
be able of Cunnine to {ferve their refpective Lorps, as 
well the Loweft as the Higheft, to the Honour and 
Worfhip of the aforefaid Arr, and to the Profit of their 
Lorps; for they be their Lords that employ and pay them 
for their Service and Travel. 

And besides many other things, the said Recorp adds, 
That thofe Cmarces and Laws of Free-Masons 


have been feen and perufed by our late Sovereign King 
F. HENRY 
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Henry VI. and by the Loros of his honourable Coun- 
cit, who have allow’d them, and faid that they be right 
good and reafonable to be holden, as they have been drawn 
out and collected from the Recorps of ancient Times. * 


Now though in the third Year of the faid King 
Henry VI. while an Infant of about four Years old, 
the Parliament made an Aét, that affected only the 
WORKING Masons, who had, contrary to the Statutes for 

Labourers, 





* Tn ANOTHER MANUSCRIPT MORE ANCIENT, WE READ: ‘* That when the Master and 
““Warpens meet in a Loner, if need be, the Smerirr of the County, or the Mayor 
“of the City, or Atperman of the Town, in which the Concrzcation is held, fhould 
“be made Fernow and Sociate to the Master, in help of him againft ReBeLs, and for 
< upbearing the Rights of the Realm. 

«That entero Prenrices at their making were charg’d not to be Thieves, or Thieves- 
e“ Maintainers; that they fhould travel honeftly for their Pay, and love their Fellows as 
““themfelves, and be true to the King of EncLaND, and to the Rzatm, and to the Loncz.

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Labourers, confederated not to work but at their own 
Price and Wages; and becaufe fuch Agreements were 
fuppos'd to be made at the Genera. Lopers, call'd in 
the Act CHAPTERS and CONGREGATIONS of 
Masons, it was then thought expedient to level the 
faid Act againft the faid Concrecations: * Yet when the 
faid King Henry VI. arrivd to Man's Eftate, the Ma- 
fons laid before him and his Lorps the above-men- 
tion'd Recorps and Cuarczs, who, ’tis plain, review’d 
them, and folemnly approv’d of them as good and 
reafonable to be holden: Nay, the faid Kine and his

Nor is there any Inftance 
of executing that A& in that, or in any other Reign 
fince, and the Mafons never neglected their Lopes for 
it, nor ever thought it worth while to employ their 
NOBLE and EMINENT BRETHREN to have it repeal'd; becaufe 
the working Mafons, that are free of the Lodge, {corn 
to be guilty of fuch Combinations; and the other free 
Mafons have no Concern in Trefpafles againft the Sta- 


tutes for Labourers. *

* That Ad was made in ignorant Times, when true Learning was a Crime, and 
Gzometry condemn’d for ConyuraTion; but it cannot derogate from the Honour of the 
ANCIENT FRATERNITY, who to be fure would never encourage any fuch Confederacy of 
their working Brethren. But by Trapirion it is believ’d, that the ParLiamenT-MEN 
were then too much influenc’d by the mwurrerate CLerGY, who were not accepted Malons, 
nor underftood Architeéture (as the CLerGY of fome former Ages) and generally thought 
unworthy of this Brotherhood; yet thinking they had an indefeafible Right to know all 
Secrets, by vertuc of AURICULAR Conression, and the Mafons never confefling any thing 
thereof, the faid CLerGY were highly offended, and at firft fufpeéting them of Wickednefs, 
reprefented them as dangerous to the State during that Minority, and foon influenc’d the 
PartiaMENT-Men to lay hold of fuch fuppofed Agreements of the working Mafons, for 
making an Adc that might feem to reflect Difhonour upon even the whole worsHIPFUL 
FraATERNITY, in whofe Favour feveral Acts had been both before and after that Period 


made. 
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The Kings of ScoTLAND very much encourag'd 
the Roya Art, from the earlieft Times down to the 
Union of the Crowns, as appears by the Remains of 
glorious Buildings in that ancrenr Kingdom, and by 
the Lodges there kept up without Interruption many 
hundred Years, the Records and Traditions of which 
teftify the great Refpeét of thofe Kings to this honour- 
able Fraternity, who gave always pregnant Evidence of 
their Love and Loyalty, from whence fprung the old 
Toaft among Scors Mafons, viz. Gop BLESS THE 
KING AND THE CRAFT! T 

Nor was the royal Example ages: bl T No- 
BILITY, GENTRY, and CLercy Of ScoTLAND, who join’d 
in every thing for the good of the Craft Td Brother- 
hood, the Kings being often the Granp Masters, 
until, among other things, the Masons of ScoTLAND ` 
were impower’d to have a certain and fix'd GRAND 
Master and Granp Warpen, who had a Salary from 
the Crown, and alfo an Acknowledgment from every 
New Brotuer in the Kingdom at Entrance, whofe Bufi- 
nefs was not only to regulate what might happen amifs 
in the Brotherhood, but alfo to hear and finally deter. 
mine all Controverfies between Mason and Lorp, to 
punifh the Mason, if he deferv’d it, and to oblige both 
to equitable Terms: At which Hearings, if the Granp 
Master was abfent (who was always nobly born) the

1707. 
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GranD Warpen prefided. This Privilege remain’d till 
the Civil Wars, but is now obfolete; nor can it well 
be revivd until the Kinc becomes a Mason, becaufe it 
was not actually exerted at the Union of the King- 
doms. 

Yet the great Care that the Scots took of true 
Mafonry, prov’d afterwards very ufeful to ENGLAND; 
for the learned and magnanimous Queen ELIZABETH, 
who encourag’d other Arts, difcourag’d this; becaufe, 
being a Woman, fhe could not be made a Mason, tho’, 
as other great Women, fhe might have much employ’d 
Mafons, like Semiramis and ARTEMISIA. * 

But upon her Demife, King James VI. of Scor- 
LAND fucceeding to the Crown of ENGLAND, being 
a Mason King, reviv’d the EncLisH Lodges; and as he 
was the Firsr King of Great-Britain, he was 
alfo the Firsr Prince in the World that recover’d the 


Roman Architecture from the Ruins of GorHick Igno- 


rance : 





* ELIZABETH being jealous of any Affemblies of her Subjeéts, whofe Bufineís fhe. 
was not duly appriz’d of, attempted to break up the ANNuAL COMMUNICATION of Masons, 
as dangerous to her Government: But, as old Mafons have tranímitted it by Tradition, 
when the noble Perfons her Majefty had commiflioned, and brought a fufficient Pofle 
with them at York on Sr. Jonn’ Day, were ONCE ADMITTED INTO THE Loper, they 
made no ufe of Arms, and return’d the Queen a moft honourable Account of the ancient 
Fraternity, whereby her political Fears and Doubts were difpell'd, and fhe let them alone, 
as a People much refpeéted by the Noble and the Wife of all the polite Nations, but 
neglected the Art all her Reign. 
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rance: For after many dark or illiterate Ages, as foon 
as all Parts of Learning reviv’d, and GromeTRY recover'd 
its Ground, the polite Nations began to difcover the 
Confufion and Impropriety of the Goruicx Buildings ; 
and in the Fifteenth and Sixteenth Cewruries the 
AUGUSTAN STILE was raisd. from its Rubbifh in 
Iray, by BRAMANTE, BARBARO, SANSOVINO, 
SANGALLO, MICHAEL ANGELO, RAPHAEL 
Ursin, Juro Romano, SERGLIO, Lasaco, 
ScAMOZI, VIGNOLA, and many other bright 
ArcHrrecrs; but above all, by the Grear PALLADIO, 
who has not yet been duly imitated in Iraty, though 
juftly rival’d in EncLaND by our creat Master-Mason 
[nico Jones. | 

But though all true Mafons honour the. Memories 
of thofe Iratian Architects, it muft be own’d, that the 
AUGUSTAN SriLE was not revivd by any crown’d Head, 
before Kinc James the Sixth of ScorLaAND, and 
Firft of ENGLAND, patroniz’d the faid glorious Inico 
Jones, whom he employ’d to build his Royal Palace of 
Wuite-Hau.; and in his Reign over all Great- 
Brirain, the BANQUETING-House, as the fir 
piece of it, was only rais’d, which is the finet one 
Room upon Earth; and the ingenious Mr. NrcHoLas 
Stone perform’d as Masrer-Mason under the Architect 
ONES. 


Upon 
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Upon his Demife, his Son King CHarLes I. 
being alfo a Mason, patroniz’d Mr. Jones too, and 
firmly intended to have carried on his Royal Father’s 
Delign of Wuitre-Hatut, according to Mr. Jonzs’s 
Stile; but was unhappily diverted by the Civil Wars.” 
After the Wars were over, and the Roya. Family re- 
ftor'd, true Masonry was likewife reftor’d; efpecially 
upon the unhappy Occafion of the Burnine of Lonpon, 
Anno 1666; for, then the City-Houfes were rebuilt 
more after the Roman Stile, when King CharLes II.

* The Plan and Profpeét of that glorious Defign being ftill preferv’d, it is efteem’d 
by skillful Architeéts to excel that of any other Palace in the known Earth, for the 
Symmetry, Firmnefs, Beauty, and Conveniency of Architecture; as indeed all Masrer 
Jones’s Defigns and Erections arc Originals, and at firt View difcover him to be 
the Architeét: Nay, his mighty Genius prevail’d with the Nosirry and Gentry of all 
Britain, (for he was as much honourd in ScoriawD as in ENGLAND) to affect and 
revive the ancient Stine of Masonry, too long neglected; as appears by the many 
curious Fabricks of thofe Times, one of which fhall be now mention’d, the leaft, and 
perhaps one of the finet, the famous Gare of the Puysic Garpen at OXFORD, 
rasd by Henry Danvers Eart or Dawnsy, which cot his Lorpsnir 
many hundred Pounds, and is as curious a little piece of Mafonry as ever was built 


there before or fince, with the following Infcription on the Front of it, viz.

HENRICUS COMES DANBY. 
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founded the prefent St. Paur's Cathedral in Lonpon, 
(the old Gorurcx Fabrick being burnt down) much after 
the Style of St. Petrzr’s at Rome, conduéted by the 
ingenious Architeét, Sir CHRIST OPHER WREN. 
That King founded alfo his royal Palace at GREEN- 
WicH, according to Mr. Inico Jonzs’s Defign (which 
he drew before he dy’d) conducted by his Son-in-Law 
Mr. Wes: It is now turn’d into an Hofpital for Sea- 
men. He founded alfo CueLsea-CoLtecE, an Hofpital 
for Soldiers; and at EDiNBURGH he both founded 
and finifh’d his royal Palace of Haty-Roop-Hovusz, 
by the Defign and Conduét ‘of Sir WiLiiam Bruce 
Bart. the Mafter of the Royal Works in ScorLAND: * 
So that befides the Tradition of old Mafons now 
alive, which may be rely’d on, we have much reafon 
to believe that King Cuaruzs II. was an ACCEPTED 
Free-Mason, as every one allows he was a great Encou- 
rager of the CRAFTSMEN. 

But in the Reign of his Brother Kine James IL. 
though fome Roman Buildings were carried on, the 
Lopes of Free-Masons in Lonpon much dwindled into 


Ignorance, by not being duly frequented and cultiva- 
ted. 





* It was an ancient RoyYaL-PaLace, and rebuilt after the Aucusraw STYLE, fo neat, 
that, by ‘competent Judges, it has been efteem’d the fineft Houfe belonging to the Crown:

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ted. But” after the RevoLutioN, Anno 1688, Kine 
WizLiam, though a warlike Prince, having a good 
Tafte of Architeéture, carried on the aforefaid two fa- 
mous Hofpitals of GreeNwWicH and Cuetsza, built the fine

* But by the royal Example of his Brother King CuarLes I]. the City of Lonpown 
ereéted the famous Monument, where the Grear Fire began, all of folid Stone, 202 
foot high from the Ground, a Pillar of the Doricx Order, 15 Foot diameter, with a 
curious Stair-Cafe in the Middle of black Marble, and an iron Balcony on the Top (not 
unlike thofe of Trajan and Awroninus at Rome) from whence the Crry and SuBurBs 
may be viewd; and it is the higheft Column we know upon Earth, Its PeoesraL 
is 21 Foot fquare, and 40 Foot high, the Front of which is adorn’d with moft ingeni- 
ous Emblems in Basso ReEtizvo, wrought by that famous ScuLPTorR, Mr. GABRIEL CIBBER,

In his Time alfo the SocieryY of MERCHANT ADVENTURERS rebuilt the 
Rorar ExcuancGe of Lonpon (the old one being deftroy'd by the Fire) all of 
Stone, after the Roman Style, the finet Struéture of that ufe in Eurore, with the King’s 
Statue to the Life, of white Marble, in the Middle of the Square (wrought by the 
famous MasTer-Carver and SraTUARY, Mr. GRINLIN GIBBONS, who was juftly 
admir’d all over Eurore, for his rivalling, if not furpafling, the mot fam’d IraLian 
Matters) on the Pedeftal of which is the following Infcription, viz.

founded and finifh’d his incomparable Palace at Loo in 
HoLLAND, &c. And the bright Example of that ciorious 
Prince, (who by moft is reckon’d a Free-Mason) did in- 
fluence the Nosiuiry, the Genrry, the Weatruy and the 
LEARNED of GREAT-BRITAIN, to affet much the 
AUGUSTAN STYLE; as appears by a vaft Number of moft 
curious Edifices erected fince throughout the Kingdom : 
For when in the Ninth Year of the Reign of our late 
SOVEREIGN QUEEN ANNE, her Majesty and the Parua- 
MENT concurr’d in an Act for erecting’ 50 new ParIsH- 
Cuurcues in Lonpon, WEsTMINsTER, and Sururss ; and the

Nor fhould we forget the famous THEATRE of OxFORD, built by ArcHBisHoP 
SHELDON, at hisfole Coft, m that King's Time, which, among his other fine Works, 
was defign’d and conduéted alfo by Sir CurisropHer Wren the King’s Architeét; for it 
is. juftly admird by the Curious: And the Mus #u™ adjoining to it, a fine Build- 
ing raisd at the Charge of that miusrrious Unrversity, where there have been 
fince erected feveral more Roman Buildings, as 'Trinrryv-CoLLeGE CHAPPEL, ALLHALLOWS 
Church in Hicu-street, PeckwATER-SQUARE in Cmrisr-CHurch CoLLEGE, the new PRINT- 
inc-Hovusz, and the whole of Quzen’s-CoLLece rebuilt, &c. by the liberal Donations of 
fome eminent Benetattors, and by the publick Spirit, Vigilancy, and Fidelity of the Heaps 
of CoLLeces, who generally have had a true Tafte of Roman ARCHITECTURE. 

The 1earneD University of CAMBRIDGE not having had the Management 
of fuch liberal Donations, have not fo many fine Struétures; but they have two of the 
moft curious and excellent in Great-Brirain of their kind, the one a Gornicx Building, 
Kinc*"s-CoLLEeGE CHAPPEL (unlefs you except Kinc Henry VII.’ CHAPPEL in 
WEsTMINSTER-ABBEY); and the other a Roman Building, TRINITY-COLLEGE 


LIBRARY. 
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Queen had granted a Commiflion to feveral of the 
Minifters of Starz, the principal NobILITY, great GENTRY, 
and eminent Crrizews, the two ArcusisHops, with feve- 
ral other Bisors and dignify’d CLERGYMEN, to put the 
Aét in execution; they order’d the faid New Cuurcues 
to be raisd according to the ancient Roman STYLE, 
as appears by thofe that are already raid; and the 
prefent honourable Commissioners having the fame 
good Judgment of Architeéture, are carrying on the 
fame laudable cGranp Desicn, and are reviving the 
ANCIENT STYLE, by the Order, Countenance, and Encou- 
ragement of his prefent Mayesry KING GEORGE, 
who was alfo gracioufly pleas’d to lay the rFirsr Stonz 
in the Foundation of his Parifh Church of St. 
Marvrin’s IN Camris, on the South-Eaft Corner (by 
his Majefty’s Proxy for the time, the prefent Bishop of 
SALISBURY ) which is now rebuilding, ftrong, large, 
and beautiful, at the Coft of the ParIsHIONERS.* 

In fhort, it would require many large Volumes to

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I. Concerning Gob and RELIGION. 


A Mason is oblig’d, by his Tenure, to obey the moral Law; and if he rightly 
underftands the Art, he will never be a ftupid Atheist, nor an irreligious Libertine. 
But though in ancient Times Mafons were charg’d in every Country to be of the 
Religion of that Country or Nation, whatever it was, yet ’tis now thought more expe- 
dient only to oblige them to that Religion in which all Men agree, leaving their parti- 
cular Opinions to themfelves; that is, to be coop Men anp TRUE, or Men of Honour 
and Honefty, by whatever Denominations or Perfuafions they may be diftinguifh’ds 
whereby Mafonry becomes the Center of Umion, and the Means of conciliating true 


Friendfhip among Perfons that mut have remain’d at a perpetual Diftance. 


il. Of the CiviL MacIisTRATE fupreme and 


fubordinate. 


A Mason is a peaceable Subject to the Civil Powers, wherever he refides or works, 
and is never to be concern’d in Plots and Confpiracies againft the Peace and Welfare 
of the Nation, nor to behave himfelf undutifully to inferior Magiftrates; for as Mafonry 
hath been always injured by War, Bloodfhed, and Confufion, fo ancient Kings and 
Prinees have been much difpos'd to encourage the Craftímen, becaufe of their Peaceable- 
nef and Loyatry, whereby they praftically anfwerd the Cavils of their Adverfaries, and 
promoted the Honour of the Fraternity, who ever flourifh’d in Times of Peace. So 
that if a Brother fhould ‘be a Rebel againft the State, he is not to be countenane’d in 
his Rebellion, however he may be pitied as an unhappy Man; and, if convicted of no 
other Crime, though the loyal Brotherhood mut and onght to difown his Rebellion, and 
give no Umbrage or Ground of political Jealonfy to the Government for the time being; 


they cannot expel him from the Lopce, and his Relation to it remains indefeafible. 
I. Of 
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MI. Of Lopvces. 


A LopcGe is a Place where Masons affemble and work: Hence that Affembly, or 
duly organiz’d Society of Mafons, is cal'd a Lonaz, and every Brother ought to 
belong to one, and to be fubject to its By-Laws and. the GeneraL REGULATIONS. 
It is either PARTICULAR or GENERAL, and will be: beit underftood by attending it, and by 
the Regulations of the GENERAL or Grann Lopcz hereunto annex’d. In ancient Times, 
no Masrer or Fettow could be -abfent from it, efpecially when warn'd to appear at 
it, without incurring a fevere Cenfure, until it appeard to the Masrer and Warpens, 
that pure Neceffity hinder’d him. | 

The Perfons admitted Members of a Lopce muft be good and true Men, free-born, 
and of mature and difcreet Age, no Bondmen, no Women, no immoral or feandalous 


Men, but of good Report, 


IV. Of MasrTers, Wardens, FeLLows, and Apprentices. 


All Preferment among Masons is grounded upon real Worth and perfonal Merit only; 
that fo the Lorps may be well ferved, the Brethren not put to Shame, nor the RoYaL 
Crarr defpisd: Therefore no Master or WarDbeN is chofen by Seniority, but for his 
Merit. It is impoflible to deferibe thefe things in writing, and every Brother mutt 
attend in his Place, and learn them in a way peculiar to rats Fraternity: Only Cax- 
DIDATES may know, that no Master fhould take an Apprentice, unlefs he has fufficient 
Imployment for him, and unleís he be a perfect Youth, having no Maim or Defect in 
his Body, that may render him uncapable of learning the Arr of ferving his Masrer’s 
Lord, and of being made a Brotuwer, and then a Fertow-Crarr in due time, cven 
after he has ferved fuch a Term of Years as the Cuftom of the Country directs; and 
that he fhould be defended of honet Parents; that fo, when otherwife qualify’d, he may 
arrive to the Honour of being the Warpen, and then the Masrer of the Lopez, the 


Grano Warnen, and at length the Granv-Masrer of all the Lopczs, according to 


his Merit. 
G2 No 
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No Brother can be a Warpen until he has pafs’d the part of-a Fettow-Crarr; 
nor a MasTER until he has afted as a WarDeN, nor Granp-Warpen until he 
has been Master of a Lopce, nor Grand Master unle he has been a FerLrow-Crarr 
before his Election, who is alfo to be nobly born, or a GENTLEMAN of the beft Fafhion, 
or fome eminent ScHoLAR, or fome curious Arcuirecr, or other Arrisr, defcended of 
honeft Parents, and who is of fingular great Merit in the Opinion of the Lopczs, And 
for the better, and eafier, and more honourable Difcharge of his Office, the Granp- 
Master has a Power to chufe his own Deputy GraNnD-MasTER, who muft be 
then, or mut have been formerly, the Master of a particular Lonce, and. has the 
Privilege of aéting whatever the Granb-MasTER, his Princrpat, fhould af unleís 
the faid Princreat be prefent, or interpofe his Authority by a Letter. 

Theíe Rulers and Governors, SUPREME and SUBORDINATE, Of the ancient LopckE, are to 
be obey'd in their refpeétive Stations by all the Brethren, according to the orp CHARGES 


and Recuuations, with all Humility, Reverence, Love, and Alacrity. 


V. Of the Management of the CrarrT in working. 


All Masons fhall work honeftly on working Days, that they may live creditably on 
Hoty Days; and the time appointed by the Law of the Land, or confirm’d by Cuftom, 
fhall be obferv’d. 

The moft expert of the Frettow-Crarrsmen fhall be chofén or appointed the Master, 
or Overfeer of the Loros Work; who is to be cad Master by thofe that work 
under him. The Crarrsmen are to avoid all ill Language, and to call each other by 
no difobliging Name, but Brotuer or Freritow; and to behave themíelves courteoufly 
within and without the Lopcr. 

The Master, knowing himíclf to be able of Cunning, fhall undertake the Loros Work 
as reafonably as poffible, and truly difpend his Goods as if they were his own; nor to 
give more Wages to any Brother or Apprentice than he really may deferve. 

Both the Master and the Masons receiving their Wages juftly, hall be faithful to 
the Lorp, and honeftly finifh their Work, whether Task or Journey; nor put the, Work 
to Task that hath been accuftom’d to Journey. 


ik None 
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None fhall difcover Envy at the Profperity of a Brother, nor fupplant him, or put 
him out of his Work, if he be capable to finifh the fame; for no Man can finih 
anothers Work fo much to the Lorp's Profit, unlefs he be thoroughly acquainted with 
the Defigns and Draughts of him that began it. 

When a FeLLow-CraFrsman is chofen Warpen of the Work under the Master, he 
fhall be true both to Master and Fettows, fhall carefully ‘overfee the Work in the 
Masrer’s Abfence to the Lorp’s Profit; and his Brethren fhall obey him. 


All Masons employ*d, fhall meekly receive their Wages without Murmuring or Mutiny, 
and not defert the Masrer till the Work is finifh’d. 


A youncer Brother fhall be inftruéted in working, to prevent fpoiling the Materials 
for want of Judgment, and for encreafing and continuing of BroTHERLY Love. 

All the Tools ufed in working fhall be approved by the Grand Lodge. 

No Lasourer fhall be employ’d in the proper. Work of Masonry ; nor fhall Sree 
íMasons work with thofe that are NOT FREE, without an urgent Neceflity; nor fhall 


they teach Lasourers and unaccerTep Mafons, as they fhould teach a BroTHer or Fettow. 
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VI. Of BEHAVIOUR, VIZ. 


1. In the Lodge while constituted. 


You are not to hold private Committees, or feparate Converfation, without Leave from 
the Masrer, nor to talk of any thing impertinent or unfeemly, nor interrupt the Master 
or Warvens, or any Brother fpeaking to the Master: Nor behave yourfelf ludicroufly 
or jeftingly while the Lopce is engaged in what is ferious and folemn; nor ufe any 
unbecoming Language upon any Pretence whatfoever; but to pay due Reverence to your 
Master, Warvens, and FeLLows, and put them to worfhip. 

If any 
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If any Complaint be brought, the Brother found guilty fhall ftand to the Award and 
Determination of the Lopcz, who are the proper and competent Judges of all fuch 
Controverfies, (unlefs you carry it by APPEAL to the GRAND Loovce) and to whom 
they ought to be referr’d, unlefs a Lorp’s Work be hinder’d the mean while, in which 
Cafe a particular Reference may be made; but you muft never go to Law about what 


concerneth Masonry, without an abfolute Neceflity apparent to the Lopce. 


za Dehavionr after the Lovce is over and the Brethren not gone. 


You may enjoy yourfelves with innocent Mirth, treating one another according to 
Ability, but avoiding all Excefs, or forcing any Brother to eat or drink beyond his 
Inclination, or hindering him from going when his Occafions call him, or doing or faying 
any thing offenfive, or that may forbid an Easy and Free Converfation; for that would 
blaft our Harmony, and defeat our laudable Purpofes. Therefore no private Piques or 
Quarrels mut be brought within the Door of the Lovce, far lefs any Quarrels about 
‘Reticion, or Nations, or State PoLicy, we being only, as Masons, of the CarHoLick 
Reticion above-mention’d; we are alfo of all Nations, Toncuges, Kinpreps, and Lan- 
cuaces, and are refolv’d againt all Woliticks, as what never yet condue’d to the 
Welfare of the Lopez, nor ever will. This Cuarce has been always ftriétly enjoin’d 
and obferv’d; but efpecially ever fince the Rerormation in Britain, or the Diffent 


and Seceffion of thefe Nations from the Communion of Rome. 


ce Behaviour when BRETHREN meet without STRANGERS, but not in a 


Lodge form’d. 


You are to falute one another in a courteous manner, as you will be inftruéted, 
calling each other Brotuer, freely giving mutual Inftruétion as fhall be thought expedient, 
without being overfeen or overheard, and without encroaching upon each other, or 


T derogating 
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derogating from that Refpett which is due to any Brother, were he not a Mafon: For 
though all Masons are as BRETHREN upon the fame Lever, yet Masonry takes no Honour 
from a Man that he had before; nay rather it adds to his Honour, efpecially if he has 
deferv’d well of the Brotherhood, who muft give Honour to whom it is due, and avoid 


iLL Manners. 


4. Behaviour in Prefence of Srrancers not Slagons. 


You fhall be cautious in your Words and Carriage, that the moft penetrating Stranger 
fhall not be able to difcover or find out what is not proper to be intimated; and 
fometimes you fhall divert a difcourfe, and manage it prudently for the Honour of the 


WORSHIPFUL FRATERNITY. 
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5. Behaviour at Home, and in your NEIGHBOURHOOD. 


You are to aét as becomes a moral and wife Man; particularly, not to let your 
Family, Friends, and Neighbours know the Concerns of the Lopez, &c. but wifely to 
confult your own Honour, and that of the ancient BroTHERHOOD, for Reafons not to be 
mention'd here. You mut alfo confult your Health, by not continuing together too late, 
or too long from home, after Lodge Hours are paft; and by avoiding of Gluttony or 
Drunkennefs, that your Families be not neglected or injured, nor you difabled from 


working. 


6. Behaviour towards a sTRANGE Brother. 


You are cautioufly to examine him, in fuch a Method as Prudence fhall direct you, 
that you may not be imposd upon by an ignorant falle PrerenDrr, whom you are to 
reject with Contempt and Derifion, and beware of giving him any Hints of Knowledge. 

But if you difcover him to be a true and genuine BroTHER, you are to refpeét him 
accordingly ; and if he is in want, you muf relieve him if you can, or elfe dircét ‘him 
how he may be reliev’d: You mut employ him fome Days, or elfe recommend him to 


be em- 
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be employ’d. But you are not charged to do beyond your Ability, only to prefer a 
poor Broruzr, that is a coop Man and TRUE, before any other poor People in the 


fame Circumftances. 


FinaLLyY, All thefe Charges you are to obferve, and alfo thofe that fhall be 
communicated to you in ANOTHER way; cultivating BroTHERLY-Love, the Foundation 
and Cape-ftone, the Cement and Grory of this ancient FraterniTY, avoiding all Wrang- 
ling and Quarrelling, all Slander and Backbiting, nor permitting others to flander any 
honeft Brother, but defending his Character, and doing him all good Offices, as far as is 
confiftent with your Honour and Sarrry, and no farther. And if any of them do you 
Injury, -you muft apply to your own or his Lopce; and from thence you may appeal 
to the GRAND LopcE at the Quarrerty Communication, and from thence to the 
ANNUAL Granp Lonpae, as has been the ancient laudable Conduét of our Fore-fathers 
in every Nation; never taking a LeGAL Course but when the Cafe cannot be otherwife 
decided, and patiently liftning to the honeft and friendly Advice of Master and Fettows, 
when they would prevent your going to Law with STRANGERS, or would excite you to put 
a fpeedy Period to all Law-Surrs, that fo you may mind the Arrar of Masonry 
with the more Alacrity and Success ; but with refpeét to Brormers or FeLLows at Law, 
the Master and Brethren fhould kindly offer their Mediation, which ought to be thank- 
fully fubmitted to by the contending Brethren; and if that Submiflion is impracticable, 
they muft however carry on their Process, or Law-Surr, without Wrath and Rancor 
(not in the common way) faying or doing nothing which may hinder Brotuerty Love, 
and good Offices to be renew’d and continu’d; that ail may fee the Benton INFLUENCE 
of Masonry, as all true Masons have done from the Beginning of the Worp, and 
will do to the End of Time.

4. whereby the 
Cause and Exp of the making of this Acr is taken away; and confequently this Acr 
is become of no Force or Effect; for, CESSANTE RATIONE Lecis, cessar IPSA Lex: And 
the Indiétment of Fetony upon this Statute muit contain, that THOsE CHAPTERS AND 
CONGREGATIONS WERE TO THE VIOLATING AND BREAKING OF THE GOOD Course anp ErrecT 
or THE Srarures or LazouRERs; which now cannot be fo alledg’d, becaufe thefe Statutes 
be repealed. Therefore this would be put out of the CharceE of Jusrices of PEACE, 
written by Master LAMBERT, Pag. 227. 

This Quotation confirms the Tradition of orp Masons, that this moft learned Junce 


really belong’d to the ancient Lopcz, and was a FAITHFUL BROTHER. 
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General Regulations, 
Compiled firt by Mr. GEORGE PAYNE, 


ANNO 1720, when he was rand- Master, and ap- 
provd by the Granp-Lopcz on Sr. Jonn Barrisr's 
Day, ANNO 1721, at STATIONER’s-HALL, LONDON; 
when the mosr nose Prince Joun Duke or 
MonNTAGuU was unanimoully chofen our 
Grand- Master for the Year enfuing; who chofe 
Jonn Bza M. D. his Derury GrAND-MASTER; 
Mr. Josian VILLENEAU dd chofen by the Lodge 
Mr. Tuomas Morris, jJuN.}GRAND- WARDENS. 
And now, by the Command of our faid RicHT 
WorsuipruL Granv-MasterR MONTAGU, the 
Aursor of this Book has compar’d them with, and 
reduc’d them to the ancient Recorps and immemorial 
Usaces of the Fraternity, and digefted them into 
this new Method, with feveral proper Explications, 
for the Ufe of the Lodges in and about Lonpon and

at his Command; becaufe there the Granp-MastTer may command the Warpens 


of that 
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of that Loncz, or any other Brethren he pleafeth, to attend and at as his WARDENS 


PRO TEMPORE. 


II, The Masrer of a particular Lopez has the Right and Authority of congregating 
the Members of his Lopcz into a Cuaprer at pleafure, upon any Emergency or Occur- 
rence, as well as to appoint the time and place of their ufual forming: And in cafe 
of Sickneís, Death, or neceflary Abfence of the Masrer, the fenior Warpen fhall a@ as 
Master PRO TEMPORE, if no Brother is prefent who has been Masrer of that Lopce 
before; for in that Cafe the azsenr Masrer’s Authority reverts to the latt Master then 
prefent ; though he cannot act until the faid senior WarDew has once congregated the 


Lopez, or in his Abfence the junior -Warpen. 


III. The Master of each particular Lonce, or one of the Warpens, or fome other 
Brother by his Order, fhall keep a Book containing their By-Laws, the Names of their 
Members, with a Lift of all the Lopces in Town, and the ufual Times and Places of 


their forming, and all their "Tranfaétions that are proper to be written. 


IV. No Lonce fhall make more than Frve new BRETBREN at one Time, nor any 
Man under the Age of Twenry-rive, who muft be alfo his own Mafter; unle by a 


Difpenfation from the Granp-Masrer or his Depury. 


V. No Man can be made or admitted a Member of a particular Lopez, without 
previous notice one MONTH BEFORE given to the faid Loncz, in order to make due 
Enquiry into the Reputation and Capacity of the Canpipare; unlefs by the Difpenfation 


aforefaid. 


VI. But no Man can be enter’d a Brother in any particular Lopere, or adas to 
be a Member thereof, without the unanimous CONSENT OF ALL THE MEMBERS OF THAT 
Loncz then prefent when the CanpipaTe is propos’d, and their Confent is formally ask’d 
by the Master; and they are to fignify their Consenr or Dissewr in their own prudent 
way, either virtually or in form, but with Unanimity: Nor is this inherent Privilege 
fubjeét to a Difpenfation; becaufe the Members of a particular Lopcz are the beft Judges 


of it; and if a fractious Member fhould be impos’d on them, it might {poil their 
H 2 Harmony, 
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Harmony, or hinder their Freedom; or even break and difperfe the Lopce; which ought 


to be avoided by all good and true Brethren. 


© VII. Every new Brotuer at his making is decently to cloath the Lopce, that is, all 
the Brethren prefent, and to depofite fomething for the Relief of indigent and decay’d 
en as the CANDIDATE fhal] think fit to beftow, over and above the fmall 
Allowance fated by the By-Laws of that particular Lopce; which Cuariry fhall be 
lode’d with the Master or WARDENS, or the CasHiER, if the Members think fit to 


chufe one. 


And the Canpipate fhall alfo folemnly promife to fubmit to the ConsriruTioNs, the 
Cuarces, and ReGuLATIONS, and to fuch other good Usaces as fhall be intimated to them 


in Time and Place convenient. 


Vill. No Set or Number of Brethren fhall withdraw or feparate themfclves from the 
LopcE in which they were made BRETHREN, or were afterwards admitted Mempers, unlefs 
the LoncE becomes too numerous; nor even then, without a Difpenfation from the 
Granp-Master or his Deron: And when they are thus feparated, they mut either 
immediately join themfelves to fuch oTHER Lopere as they fhall like beft, with the unani- 
mous Confent of that other Loper to which they go (as ABOVE REGULATED) or elfe they 


mut obtain the Granp-Master’s Warrant to join in forming a NEw Lonce. 


If any Set or Number of Masons fhall take upon themfelves to form a Lopce with- 
out the Granp-Master’s Warrant, the REGULAR Lopces are not to countenance them, 
‘nor own them as Fair Breraren and duly form’d, nor approve of their Aéts and 
Deeds; but mut treat them as Resers, until they humble themfelves, as the Grann- 
Master fhall in his Prudence direét, and until he approve of them by his WARRANT, 
which muft be fignify’d to the ormer Lopces, as the Cuftom is when a new LopcE is 


to be regifterrd in the Lisr of Lopczs. 


IX, But if any Brother fo far misbehave himfelf as to render his Lopcez uncafy, he 
fhall be twice duly admonifh’d by the Master or Warpens in a FormD Lopce; and 
if he will not refrain his Imprudence, and obediently fubmit to the Advice of the 
Brethren, and reform what gives them Offence, he fhall be dealt with according to the 


By-Laws 
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By-Laws of that particular Lone, or elfe in fuch a manner as the QuarTERLY Commu- 
NICATION fhall in their great Prudence think fit; for which a new RecuLatTion may be 


afterwards made. 


X. The Majorrry of every particular Lopcz, when congregated, fhall have the Privi- 
lege of giving Instructions to their Master and Warovens, before the affembling of the 
Granp Cuaprer, or Lopce, at the three Quarterty Communications hereafter mention’d, 
and of the Annuat Grano Lopce too; becaufe their Master and Warpens are their 


Reprefentatives, and are fuppofed to fpeak their Mind. 


XI. All parricuLar Lopces are to obferve the fame Usaces as much as poflible; in 
order to which, and for cultivating a good Underftanding among Frez-Masons, fome 
Members out of every Lopcz fhall be deputed to vifit the: orsger Lonces as often as 


fhall be thought convenient. 


XII. The Grand-Lodge confits of, and is form’d by the Masters and Warpens 
of all the regular particular Lonces upon Record, with the GrAND-MASTER at their 
Head, and his Derury on his Left-hand, and the Granp-Warpens in their proper 
Places; and muł have a QUARTERLY COMMUNICATION about MicHAELMas, 
Curistmas, and Lapy-Day, in fome convenient Place, as the Granp-Master fhall appoint, 
where no Brother fhall be prefent, who is not at that time a Member thereof, without 
a Difpenfation; and while he ftays, he fhall not be allow’d to vote, nor even give his 
Opinion, without Leave of the Granp-Lopce ask’d and given, or unlefs it be duly ask’d 


by the faid Lodge. 


All Matters are to be determin’d in the Granp-Lopcz by a Majority of Votes, each 
Member having one Vote, and the Granp-Master having two Votes, unlefs the faid 
Lopce leave any particular thing to the Determination of the’ Granp-Master for the 


fake of Expedition. 


XIII. At the faid Quarrerty Communication, all Matters that concern the FraTERNITY 
in general, or particular Loncrs, or fingle Brethren, are quietly, fedately, and maturely to 
be difcoursd of and tranfaéted: Apprentices mut be admitted Masters: and FeLLow- 
Crarr only here, unlefs by a Difpenfation. Here alfo all Differences, that cannot be 


made 
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made up and accommodated privately, nor by a particular Lopcz, are to be ferioufly 
confidered and decided: And if any BroTHER thinks himfelf aggrieved by the Decifion 
of this Board, he may appeal to the annuat GrawD-Lopce next enfuing, and leave his 


Appeal in Writing, with the Granp-Master, or his Derurr, or the Granp-WarpENs. 


Here alfo the Master or the Warpens of each particular Lodge fhall bring and produce 
a Lift of fuch Members as have been made, or even admitted in their particular Lopces 
fince the lat Communication of the Grawo-Lonce: And there fhall be a Book kept by 
the Granp-Master, or his Deputy, or rather by fome Brother whom the Granp-Lopce 
hall appoint for SECRETARY, wherein fhall be recorded all the Lopczs, with their 
ufual Times and Places of forming, and the Names of all the Members of each Lopcz; 


and all the Affairs of the Granp-Lopcz that are proper to be written. 


They fhall alfo confider of the moft prudent and effeétual Methods of colleéting and 
difpofing of what Money fhall be given to, or lodged with them in Cnwarity, towards 
the Relief only of any true Brother fallen into Poverty or Decay, but of none elfe: 
But every particular Lopce fhall difpofe of their own Charity for poor Brethren, 
according to their own By-Laws, until it be agreed by all the Lopces (1N a new Recu- 
LATION) to carry in the Cuariry colleéted by them to the Granp-LobGeE, at the 
QUARTERLY Or ANNUAL CommunicaTion, in order to make a common Stock of it, for 


the more handfome Relief of poor BRETHREN. 


They fhall alfo appoint a Treasurer, a Brother of good worldly Subftance, who 
fhall be a Member of the Grawb-Lopce by virtue of his Office, and fhal. be always 
prefent, and have Power to move to the Grawno-Lopcz any thing, efpecially what concerns 
his Office. ‘To him fhall be committed all Money raisd for Cuariry, or for any other 
Ufe of the Grano-Lopcz, which he fhall write down in a Book, with the refpettive 
Ends and Ufes for which the feveral Sums are intended; and fhall expend or disburfe 
the fame by fuch a certain Orover fign’d, as the Granp-Lopce fhall afterwards agree to 
in a new Recutation: But he fhall not vote in chufing a Grawp-Master or WARDENS, 
though in every other Tranfaétion. As in like manner the Secretary fhall be a Member 


sof the 
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of the Granp-Loncz by virtue of his Office, and vote in every thing except in chufing 


a Granp-Master or WARDENS. 


The ‘Treasurer and Secretary fhall have each a Cuerx, who mut be a Brother and 
FeLLow-Crarr, but never muft be a Member of the Grann-Lonce, nor fpeak without 


being allow’d or defir’d. 


The Granp-Master, or his Dzpury, fhall always command the Treasurer and SECRETARY, 
with their Crerxs and Books, in order to fee how Matters go on, and to know what is 


expedient to be done upon any emergent Occafion. 


Another Brother (who muft be a Fettow-Crarr) fhould be appointed to look after the 
Door of the Granp-Lopcz; but fhall be no Member of it. 


But thefe Offices may be farther explain’d by a new RecuLation, when the Neceflity 


and Expediency of them may more appear than at prefent to the FRATERNITY. 


XIV. If at any Granp-Lopce, ftated or occafional, quarterly or annual, the 
Grand-£Master and his Derurr fhould be both abfent, then the prefent Master of a 
Lopcz, that has been the longeft a Free-Mason, fhall take the Chair, and prefide as 
Granb-MasTER PRO TEMPORE; and fhall be vefted with all his Power and Honour for 
the time; provided there is no Brother prefent that has been Granp-Master formerly, 
or Deputy Granp-Master; for the lat Grano-Master prefent, or elfe the laft Deputy 


prefent, fhould always of right take place in the Abfence of the prefent Granp-Master 


and his Deputy. 


XV. In the Granpn-LopGeE none can act as Warpens but the Grano-Warpens 
themfelves, if prefent; and if abfent, the Granwp-Master, or the Perfon who prefides in 
his Place, fhall order private Warpens to act as . Grann- WARDENS PRO TEMPORE, whofe 
Places are to be fupply’d by two FeLLow-Crarr of the fame Lopce, cald forth to att, 
or fent thither by the particular Master thereof; or if by him omitted, then they 


hall be cald by the Granp-Masrer, that fo the Granp-Lopce may be always compkat. 


XVI. The Granp-Warpens, or any others, are firt to advife with the Derury 


about the Affairs of the Lopcz or of the Brethren, and not to apply to the Grann- 


Master 


e 
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Master without the Knowledge of the Deputy, unlefs he refufe his Concurrence in any 
certain neceffary Affair; in which Cafe, or in cafe of any Difference between the 
Deputy and the Granp-Warpens, or other Brethren, both Parties are to go by Concert 
to the Grano-Masrer, who can eafily decide the Controverfy and make up the Differ- 


ence by virtue of his great Anthority. 


The Granp-Master fhonld receive no Intimation of BufinefS concerning Masonry, but 
from his Deputy firk, except in fuch certain Cafes as his Worfhip can well judge of; 
for if the Application to the Granp-Master be irregular, he can eafily order the Grann- 
Warpens, or any other Brethren thus applying, to wait upon his Derury, who is to 


prepare the Bufinefs fpeedily, and to lay it orderly before his Worsuip. 


XVII. No Grand~HMlaster, Derury Grand-Mafter, Granp-Warpens, "TREASURER, 
SECRETARY, Or whoever acts for them, or in their ftcad PRO TEMPORE, can at the fame 
time be the Master or Warpen of a particular Lonce; bnt as foon as any of them 
has honourably difcharg’d his Grano Orrice, he returns to that Poft or Station in his 


particular Lovce, from which he was call’d to officiate above. 


XVII. If the Deputy GranD-MasTER be fick, or neceflarily abfent, the 
Granp-Mastrer may chufe any Feitow-Crarr he pleafes to be his DEPUTY PRO TEMPORE: 
But he that is chofen Derury at the Granp-Lopce, and the Granp-WarpeEns too, can- 
not be difcharg’d without the Canfe fairly appear to the Majorrry of the Granp- 
Lovce; and the Úrand-Master, if he is uneafy, may call a GraNnD-LopGE on 
purpofe to lay the Caufe before them, and to have their Advice and Concurrence: In 
which cafe, the Majority of the Granp-Lopcz, if they cannot reconcile the Master 
and his Depury or his Warvens, are to concur in allowing the Master to difcharge 
his faid Depury or his faid Warpens, and to chufe another Deputy immediately; and 
the faid Granp-Lopce fhall chufe other Waroens in that Cafe, that Harmony and Peace 


may be preferv’d. 


XIX. If the Grand-flaster thould abufe his Power, and render himfelf unworthy 
of the Obedience and Snbjeétion of the Loves, he fhall be treated in a way and 
manner to be agreed upon in a new REGULATION 3 becaufe hitherto the ancient FRATERNITY 


t have 
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have had no occafion for it, their former Granpo-Masrers having all behaved them- 


felves worthy of that honourable Office. 


XX. The Granp-Master, with his Depury and Warnews, fhal! (at leat once) go 


round and vifit all the Lopczs about Town during his MasTERSHIP. 


XXI. If the Órand- Master die during his Mastersmip, or by Sicknefs, or by 
being beyond Sea, or any other way fhould be renderd uncapable of difcharging his 
Office, the Deputy, or in his Abfence, the Senior GRAND-WaARDEN, or in his 
Abfence the Junior, or in his Abfence any three prefent Masters of Lopczs, fhall join 
to congregate the GrRaAnD-LopGE immediately, to advife together upon that Emergency, 
and to fend two of their Number to invite the Last Granpv-MasrTer to refume 
his Office, which now in courfe reverts to him; or if he refule, then the NEXT LAST, 
and fo backward: But if no former Granp-Master can be found, then the Deputy 
fhall a& as Principat, until another is chofen; or if there be no Deputy, then the 


oldeft Master. 


XXII. The Brethren of all the Lopczs in: and about Lonpon and WESTMINSTER, 
hall meet at an ANNUAL Communication and Feast, in fome convenient Place, 
on St. Jonn Bartisr’s Day, or elfe on Sr. Joun Evancenist’s Day, as the Grann- 
Lopcz fhall think fit by a new Recutation, having of late Years met on Sr. Jon 


Bartist’s Day: Provided, 


The Mayjoriry of the Masrers and Warpens, with the Granp-Master, his Deputy 
and Warpens, agree at their QuarTERLY COMMUNICATION, three Months before, that there 
hall be a Feast, and a GeneraL Communication of all the Brethren: For if either 
the Granp-Master, or the MajorirY of the particular Masters, are againft it, it muft 


be dropt for that Time. 


But whether there fhall be a Feasr for all the BRETHREN, or not, yet the Grand 
Lodge mut meet in fome convenient Place annuatty on St. Joun’s Day; or if it 
be Sunpay, then on the next Day, in order to chufe every Year a NEw GRAND- 


Master, Derury, and Waropens. 
I XXIII. 
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XXIII. If ic be thought expedient, and the GranD-MasTER, with the MajorrrY 
of the Masters and Warpens, agree to hold a Gran Feast, according to the 
ancient laudable Cuftom of Masons, then the Grand- Wardens fhall have the care of 
preparing the Tickers, feal’d wich the Granp-Masrer’s Seal, of difpofing of the Tickets, 
of receiving the Money for the Tickets, of buying the Materials of the Feast, of finding 
out a proper and convenient Place to feaft in; and of every other thing that concerns 


the Entertainment. 


But that the Work may not be too burthenfome to the two Granp-Warpens, and 
that all Matters may be expeditioufly and fafely managed, the Granp-Masrer, or his 
Deputy, fhall have power to nominate and appoint a certain Number of Stewards, as 
his Worsaip fhall think fit, to act in concert with the two Granp-Warpens; all things 
rclating to the Feaft being decided amongft them by a Majority of Voices; except the 


Granp-Mastzr or his Derury interpofe by a particular Dire€tion or Appointment. 


XXIV. The Warvens and Stewards fhal, in due time, wait upon the Granp- 
Master, or his Deputy, for Direétions and Orders about the Premiffes; but if his 
Worship and his Deputy are fick, or neceffarily abfent, they fhall call together the 
Masters and Warpens of Lopces to meet on purpofe for their Advice and Orders; or 


elfe they may take the Matter wholly upon themfelves, and do the bet they can. 


The Granp-Warpens and the Srewarps are to account for all the Money they receive, 
or expend, to the Granp-Lopce, after Dinner, or when the Granp-Lopce fhall think fit 


to receive their Accounts. 


If the Órand-IHaster pleafes, he may in due time fimmon all the Masters and 
Warpens of Lopces to confult with them about ordering the Granp-Feast, and about 
any Emergency or accidental thing relating thereunto, that may require Advice; or elfe 


to take it upon himfelf altogether. 


XXV. The Masters of Lopces fhall each appoint one experienc’d and difereet FeLLow- 
Crarr of his Lopce, to compofe a ComMITTEE, confifting of one from every Lopez, 
who fhall meet to receive, in a convenient Apartment, every Perfon that brings a Ticket, 


and 
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and fhall have Power to difcourfe him, if they think fit, in order to admit him, or 
debar him, as they fhall fee canfe: Provipep they fend no Man away before they have 
acquainted all the Brethren within Doors with the Reafons thereof, to avoid Miftakes; 
that fo no true Brother may be debarrd, nor a falfe Brother, or mere Pretender, 
admitted. This CommrrreE muft meet very early on Sr. Joun’s Day at the Place, even 


before any Perfons come with Tickets. 


XXVI. The Granv-Masrer dhall appoint two or more trusty Brethren to 
be Porters, or Door-keepers, who are alfo to be carly at the Place, for fome good 


Reafons; and who are to be at the Command of the Committee. 


XXVII The Granp-Warpens, or the Srewarps, fhall appoint beforehand fuch a 
Number of Brethren to ferve at Table as they think fit and proper for that Work; 
and they may advife with the Masrers and Warpens of Lopes about the moft proper 
Perfons, if they pleafe, or may take in fuch by their Recommendation; for none are to 
ferve that Day, but Free and acceprep Masons, that the Communication may be free 


and harmonious. 


XXVIII. All the Members of the Granp-Lopcz muft be at the Place long before 
Dinner, with the Granp-Masrer, or his Derury, at their Head, who fhall retire, end 


form themfelves. And this is done in order, 


1. To receive any Arrears duly lodg’d, as above regulated, that the APPELLANT may 
be heard, and the Affair may be amicably decided before Dinner, if poffible; but if it 
cannot, it muft be delay’d till after the new Granp-Masrer is elected; and if it can- 
not be decided after Dinner, it may be delay’d, and referid to a PARTICULAR COMMITTEE, 
that fhall quietly adjuft it, and make Report to the next QuarTERLY COMMUNICATION, 


that Brotherly-Love may be preferv’d. 


2. To prevent any Difference or Difguft which may be feared to arife that Day; 


that’ no Interruption may be given to the Harmony and Pleafure of the Granp FEAST. 


3. To confult about whatever concerns the Decency and Decorum of the Grann- 


I 2 ASSEMBLY, 
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AssemBLY, and to prevent all Indecency and ill Manners, the Affembly being promif- 


cuous. 


4. To receive and confider of any good Motion, or any momentous and important 
Affair, that fall be brought from the particular Lonas, by their Reprefentatives, the 


feveral Masters and WARDENS. 


XXIX. After thefe things are difcufs’d, the Órand-Master and his Derurr, the 
GraND-WAaRDENs, or the Srewarps, the SECRETARY, the Treasurer, the CLERKs, and every 
other Perfon, fhall withdraw, and leave the Masters and Warpens of the particular 
Lopces alone, in order to confult amicably about electing a New Granp-Master, or con- 
tinuing the PRESENT, if they have not done it the Day before; and if they are unanimous 
for continuing the PREsENT Grand-Mafter, his Worsnip. fhall be cald in, and humbly 
defird to do the Frarerniry the Honour of ruling them for the Year enfuing: And 
after Dinner it will be known whether he accepts of it or not: For it fhould not be 


difcoverd but by the Election itfelf. 


XXX. Then the Masrers and Waropens, and all the Brethren, may converíe promif- 
cuoufly, or as they pleafe to fort together, until the Dinner is coming in, when every 


Brother takes his Seat at TABLE. 


XXXI. Some time after Dinner the Granpv-Lopce is form’d, not in Retirement, 
but in the Prefence of all the Brethren, who yet are not Members of it, and mut not 


therefore fpeak until they are defird and allow”. 


XXXII. If the Órand-MHaster of lat Year has confented with the Masrer and 
Warpens in private, before Dinner, to continue for the Year enfuing; then ONE of the 
Granp-Lopce, deputed for that purpofe, SHALL REPRESENT TO ALL THE BRETHREN HIS 
Wors#H1P’s coop GOVERNMENT, &c. And turning to him, fhall, in the Name of the 
GranD-Lopce, humbly requet him to do the Frarzrnity THE GREAT Honour (if 
nobly born, if not) THE GREAT KiwDNESS of continuing to be their Granp-Masrzr for 
the Year enfuing. And his Worsmi* declaring his Confent by a Bow or a Speech, as 
he pleafes, the faid DerureD Memper of the Granp-Lopce fhall proclaim him 
Orand-Master, and all the Members of the Lopce fhall falute him in due Form. 

$ And 
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And all the Brethren fhall for a few Minutes have leave to declare their Satiffaction, 


Pleafure, and - Congratulation. 


XXXIII. But if either the Master and Waroens have not in private, this Day 
before Dinner, nor the Day before, defird the asr Órand-MHaster to continúe in 


the Masrersuie another Year; or if he, when defir’d, has not confented: Then, 


The tasr Granp-MasrTer fhall nominate his Succeffor for the Year enfuing, who, 
if unanimoufly approv’d by the Granp-Lopcg, and if there prefent, fhall be proclaim’d, 
faluted, and congratulated the New Grand-SMlaster as above hinted, and immediately 


inftall’d by the Lasr Granp-Master, according to Ufage. 


XXXIV. But if that Nomination is not unanimoufly approv’d, the new Granp-Mastnr 
fhall be chofen immediately by BaLLor, every Master and Warpen writing his Man's 
Name, and the Last GRAND-MASTER writing his Mans Name too; and the Man, whofe

XXXV. The zasr GranDb-MasTER thus continued, or the MW Grawno- 
Master thus inftall’d, fhall next nominate and appoint his Derury Grand-Matter, 
either the laft or a new one, who fhall be alfo declar’d, faluted and congratulated as 


above hinted. 


The Órand-fMMaster shall alo nominate the new Granp-Warpewns, and if 
unanimoufly approv’d by the Granp-Lopce, fhall be declar’d, faluted, and congratulated, 
as above hinted; but if not, they fhall be chofen by BaLLor, in the fame way as the 
Granp-Mastrer: As the Warpens of private Lopczs are alfo to be chofen by BaLLor 


in each Loncz, if the Members thereof do not agree to their Masrer’s Nomination. 


XXXVI. But if the BroTHER, whom the prefent. Grann-Mastzr fhall nominate for 


his Successor, or whom the Majority of the Granp-Lovcz fhall happen to chufe by 
- Ballot, 
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Ballot, is, by Sicknefs or other neceffary Occafion, abfent from the Granp-Feast, he 
cannot be proclaim’d the New GranD-MasTER, unleís the orp Granp-Master, or 
fome of the Masters and Warpens of the Grand-Lodge can vouch, upon the Honour 
of a Broruer, that the faid Perfon, fo nominated or chofen, will readily accept of the 
faid Office; in which cafe the orm Údrand-Master hall a& as Proxy, and fhall

XXXVII. Then the Grand-Master fhall allow any Brother, FeLLow-Crarr, or 
Apprentice to fpeak, directing his Difcourfe to his Wors; or to make any Motion 
for the good of the Fraternity, which fhall be either immediately confiderrd and finifh’d, 
or elfe referrd to the Confideration of the Granp-Lopce at their next COMMUNICATION,

XXXVII. The Granv-Masrer or his Deputy, or fome Brother appointed by 
him, fhall harangue all the Brethren, and give them good Advice: And laftly, after fome 
other Tranfactions, that cannot be written in any Language, the Brethren may go away 


or ftay longer, as they pleafe. 


XXXIX. Every Annual GRAND-LoDGE has an inherent Power and Anthority to 
make new Recutations, or to alter thefe, for the real Benefit of this ancient Fra- 
TERNITY : Provided always that THE oLD LAnD-MARKs BE CAREFULLY PRESERV’D, and 
that fuch Alterations and. new Recutations be propofed and agreed to at the third 
QUARTERLY (COMMUNICATION preceding the Annuan Grano Feast; and that they be 
offered alfo to the Perufal of all the Brethren before Dinner, in writing, even of the 
youngeft Apprentice; the Approbation and Confent of the Majority of all the Brethren 
prefent being abfolutely neceflary to make the fame binding and obligatory; which mutt, 
after Dinner, and after the new Granp-Master is inftall’d, be: folemnly defird; as it 
was defird and obtain’d for thee RecuLATIONS, when proposd by the GRAND- 


LonGe, to about 150 Brethren, on Sr. Joun Barrisrs Day, 1721.

INTO A new Lodge; anp I PRESENT THIS MY worTHY Brother To BE THEIR Mafter, wHom 
I know To BE OF GooD Morats AND GREAT SKILL, TRUE AND TRUSTY, AND A LOVER OF 


THE WHOLE Fraternity, WHERESOEVER DISPERSD OVER THE Face OF THE Earth. 


Then the GranD-MasTER, placing the CanpipaTe on his left Hand, having ask’d 
and obtain’d the unanimous Confent of all the Brethren, fhall fay; I CONSTITUTE AND 
FORM THESE GOOD BRETHREN INTO A new Lodge, AND APPOINT YOU THE Mafter or rr, 
NOT DOUBTING OF YOUR CAPACITY AND CARE TO PRESERVE THE Cement oF THE LODGE,

proper to be written.
